A hearing at City Hall on Monday 
night before the Board of Aldermen 
resulted in the refusal of the Board to 
grant the petition of Walter Koplec for 
a permit to sell used cars in the open 
at 2313 Washington st.. near Grove 
st., Lower Falls. Henry J. Corcoran of 
Moulton st., speaking for the Lower 
Falls Improvement Association, op- 
posed the petition. He said the en- 
trance to the place would have to be 
from Moulton st., which is very nar- 
row. and would be a hazard to chil- 
dren going to the library on Grove 
st. H. B. Bettingor. representing 80 
members of the “Hobby School" at 
2306 Washington st., opposed the pe- 
tition for two reasons — first, it would 
spoil the appearance of the neighbor- 
hood; second, it would create a traf- 
ilc hazard. 

James Cooney of 676 Grove st. as- 
serted that used cars have been stored 
on the lot where a permit is now be- 
ing asked for. and that automobile 
parts have been interchanged there. 
He stated that the registration plates 
which he has observed on cars 
brought to this place were issued to 
an Ashmont woman who operates an 
automobile business in Cambridge. 
Cooney predicted that if the permit 
were granted, the place would develop 
into a junk pile. Others who objected 
were D. J. and John E. Corcoran of 
Moulton st., and Irving Paterson of 
596 Grove st. 

The Licenses Committee of the Al- 
dermen considered the petition dur- 
ing a recess meeting and reported 
against granting it. The Board ac- 
cepted the report.

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Object To Busses 
On Chestnut St. 

Residents of Chestnut st., in Waban, 
strongly objected at a hearing before 
the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night to a petition of the Middlesex 
& Boston Street Railway Company 
for a permit lo operate school busses 
on Chestnut st. from Commonwealth 
ave. to Beacon st., and along Beacon 
st. to Woodward st. Harry Hanson, 
president of the M. & B., explained 
that the company has been asked by 
the Newton School Committee to op- 
erate one bus in the morning, and one 
bus in the afternoon, if necessary, to 
take children of Waban to and from 
the Warren junior high school. Aider- 
man Walker said he had been author- 
ized by the Waban Improvement As- 
sociation to favor the petition. 

Harry Gnterman of 557 Chestnut 
st. made a lengthy argument against 
the petition. He said that notices of 
the hearing had not been received un- 
til that afternoon, and residents of 
Chestnut st. should have more lime 
to study the matter. He wanted the 
hearing postponed, but his request 
was not granted. Gnterman stated 
that the petition might result in the 
M. & B. operating busses for regular 
traffic, instead of only school busses. 
He said there is heavy traffic on 
Chestnut st.. both day and night, and 
that he knows of three families who 
moved away from the street because 
of the traffic hazard to their children. 
He stated that many serious accidents 
have occurred at the intersection of 
Chestnut and Beacon sts. Gutermau 
said that on that day he had ob- 
served an empty M. & B. bus careen- 
ing down Chestnut st. at a speed of 
over 30 miles. He suggested that the 
school bus travel over Gordon rd. in- 
stead of Chestnut st. He commented 
that when he went to school, he 
walked, and he was not impressed 
with an argument that by allowing 
busses on Chestnut st., school children 
would be saved a walk of a quarter 
of a mile. 

Carleton Jacobs of 575 Chestnut st. 
objected to the petition. He fears that 
if busses are permitted on Chestnut 
st., his children will be subjected to 
added traffic hazards. John Croghan 
of 574 Chestnut st. also objected. He 
stuted the traffic on Chestnut st. is 
very henvy during the peak hours at 
morning and evening. He suggested 
that the school busses be routed by 
way of Commonwealth ave.. Walnut 
and Beacon sts.

Finance Committee of 

Aldermen Criticises 

Mayor On Salaries 


Makes Suggestions For Changes In Operation of Various 
Departments 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night the Finance 
Committee distributer! to the members 
a lengthy report giving suggestions 
and criticisms concerning the budget. 
This annual report of the Finance 
Committee was started last year for 
the purpose of giving information to 
members of the Board other than the 
Finance Committee of discussions held 
by Committee with the Mayor and 
heads of city departments while the 
budget was under consideration. 

The Finance Committee has recently 
completed a detailed analysis of the 
budget, in conference with the Depart- 
ment Heads, and wishes to report cer- 
tain matters to the full Board which 
it feels should be given immediate 
consideration. 

There are three groups of city em- 
ployees — policemen, firemen and school 
teachers— who. for some years, have 
been classified for compensation and 
upon entering the services of the City 
receive a set sum. This increases each 
year by a stated amount until the 
predetermined maximum salary is re- 
ceived. 

This has proven to be a very equi- 
table and business-like way of hand- 
ling salaries and salary increases, and 
the system should be extended to all 
in the employ of the City. 

A few years ago the Board adopted 
a schedule of Classifications with sal- 


aries to fit the ratings of the clerks 
in all departments, except the Library, 
and although in certain instances this 
did not meet with the approval of all 
City workers thus classified it has 
proven to be a satisfactory and equi- 
table manner of handling a difficult 
problem. 

Prior to that time, employees who 
had sufficient influence with the Mayor, 
Board of Aldermen, or Department 
I Heads, were very often the only ones 
to receive an increase in salary and 
much injustice was done. 

, A committee was appointed last year 
' with the full sanction of the Mayor 
to study the ^ases of certain employees 
in the Street. Sewer, Water and Engi- 
neering Departments doing the same 
work whose salaries showed a consid- 
erable variance, and after a detailed 
study the Committee presented plans 
tc- the Mayor, which, if recommended 
by him to the Board of Aldermen for 
adoption, would correct the existing 
unfair conditions. 

This same committee, with the May- 
or’s sanction, consulted with the li- 
brarian and Trustees of the Library 
and requested them to classify all in 
the department, with the hope that 
the classification so suggested wonld 
be adopted and all those in the employ 
of the City wonld then know what

The t>0th anniversary of the Newton 
Y M. C. A. was observed on Monday 
evening nt t lie annual banquet of the 
association. More than one hundred 
and twenty were present and following 
a Seiler dinner an interesting program 
was presented. President Frank A. 
Day. Jr., was the toastmaster. Rev. 
Randolph S. Merrill of the Central 
Congregational Church. Newtonville, 
offered the invocation. Incidental mu- 
sic was furnished by a trio from the 
All-Newton Music School and during 
a period of singing George King was 
nt the piano. 

President Day extended greetings to 
the members and invited guests, stat- 
ing that there were but two living 
members of the first association. 
Chnrles F. Bacon ntul D. Fletcher Bar- 
ber. with the former unable to be pres- 
ent. Mr. Barber, who is also one of 
four living ex-presidents, was given 
enthusiastic applause. The three other 
living ex-presidents are Allan C. Em- 
ery, Charles D. Kepner and Frederic 
D. Fuller, all of whom were present 
except Mr. Emery. 

D. Webster Anders reported for the 
nominating committee the names of 
eight directors, L. Chase Kepner. Clar- 
ence V. Moore, Eldred M. Peterson, 
Warren K. Brimblecom. Marton A. 
Campbell, Fred A. Hawkins, Lewis C. 
Bills, Basil G. Danderson to serve for 
three years; Julius E. Warren, direc- 
tor for two years; William F. Chase 
and Edward J. Frost, trustees for four 
years, and Frederic B. Eastman, trus- 
tee for two years; Bldred M. Peterson, 
clerk for one year, and Walter C. 
Wrye, treasurer for one year. These 
officers were elected and at a directors’ 
meeting later In the evening President 
Day and Vice-President Frederic B. 
Eastman were re-elected. 

General Secretary Harry W. Bascom 
presented a brief report of Y activities 
and growth during the year. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs, attending 
his 48th meeting, gave many interest- 
ing reminiscences of former Y presi- 
dents. He related incidents of the 
Sunday afternoon public meetings 
which attracted seven or eight hun- 
dred people In the early period of the 
association’s growth; the development 
of the mental ami physical programs 
offered by the association, and in the 
later period the continuation of the 
three phases of the Y triangle: mind, 
spirit and body. He related how Sam- 
uel Sayford. a former president, deep- 
ly interested in work with young men, 
influenced John Ober, who started Dr. 
John L. Mott in Christian work. May- 
or Childs closed with the hope that 
in the present and future those inter- 
ested in the Y would draw Inspiration 
Dorn those who have gone before and 
lett behind them a great heritage to 
which all should he most loyal. 

A group of songs by Walter E. Kid- 
der, well-known baritone, accompanied 
at. the piano by Lou Haffermehl, 
brought a great ovation, to which Mr. 
Kidder responded with an encore, “Old 
Man River.” 

Mr. Joseph E. Perry, president of 
tin* Associations of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, was the guest speaker 
of the evening. His subject, “Founda- 
tions.” was a most interesting topic 
Mr. Perry expressed the belief that all 
the forces of past history were concen- 
tiated in this present era, testing our 
civilization to the very depths. Illus- 
trating his point by reference to the 
construction of the Norris dam, he 
showed how we must look to the pos- 
sible weak points as providing the op- 
portunity for the course of civilization 
to follow in the future. There is no 
helier, no institution, nor phase of life 
v.hich is not being tested, ir we are 
to build for the civilization of the fu- 
ture we must look to the individual. 
•Nations, governments, communities, 
and all are but a composite of the in- 
divniuals. Upon the individual and 
upon his interest in the community 
and institutions such as the Y. M C A 
He the hopes of the future. 


Nonantum Mill 

Strike Ended 

The strike which started a couple 
ot weeks ago at the Futurity Thread 
Company in Nonantum was ended last 
Friday evening when the picket line 
in front of the mill on Chapel st. was 
disbanded. A conference was held on 
Thursday, April 29, at the State House 
before the State Board of Arbitration 
and Conciliation. It was attended by 
a committee of the employees who 
wont out on strike, and officials of 
the company. Benjamin Rae, treas- 
urer of the company, suggested that 
a mutual benefit organization be 
formed among the employees and that 
this association represent the em- 
ployees instead of the CTO. The com- 
pany stated that the majority of its 
employees remained at work. 

The Thread Company agreed to a 
minimum weekly wage of $14.30 for 
a 40-hour week. It refused to recog- 
nize the CIO and also to take all of 
the strikers. Some of those who went 
°ut on Htrike returned last Friday 
and more during this week. Others 
the company refused to take back, 
and several former girl employees will 
appear in the Newton court next 
Monday to answer charges of having 
assaulted three girls who would not 
join the strike.

62 YEARS AGO 


Newton Republican, May 15, 1875 

The number of dogs licensed in New- 
ton the past year was 621; about three 
times ns many ever licensed in New- 
ton before, thnnks to the efforts of our 
very efficient City Clerk. 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday afternoon, Alder- 
man Keith moved that the fee for 
liquor licenses for apothecaries be 
$100. Alderman Pratt thought this 
amount too much, and more than the 
apothecaries can afford to pay. Al- 
derman Keith’s motion was carried. 

The following act introduced in the 
Legislature by Senator Winslow as 
authorized by the City Council has 
been passed by the Legislature. It 
gives Newton authority to he divided 
into 7 Wards instead of 6, as now: 

"Section 1. The third section. Chap- 
ter 326 of the Acts of 1873, entitled an 
act to establish the City of Newton, 
is hereby amended as follows: The 
City Council shall in the year 1875 
divide said city into seven Wards, so 
that they shall contain as nearly as 
may he consistent with well defined 
limits to each Ward an equal num- 
ber of voters in eacli Ward, and here- 
after in every 5th year the City Coun- 
cil may, in like manner, make a new 
division of said Wards, according to 
the census to he taken in May or June 
in said years.” 

"Section 2. The second section of 
said act is hereby amended so as to 
provide that the Board of Aldermen 
shnll consist of seven aldermen, and 
that the Common Council shnll con- 
sist of fourteen councilmen. The sev- 
enth section of said act is hereby 
amended so as to provide for the 
election of seven aldermen, one aider- 
man being selected from each Ward." 

"Section 3. Section eighteen of said 
act is hereby amended so as to pro- 
vide for the election of seven per- 
sons to he overseers of the poor, one 
from each Ward.” 

"Section 4. Section twenty-one of 
said act is hereby amended so as to 
provide that the School Committee of 
the city shall consist of the Mayor, 
the president of the Common Council, 
and fourteen other persons, two of 
whom shall be elected from each 
Ward.” 


At Grace Church, Newton, the quar- 
tette choir has been abolished and 
the singing is more on the congre- 
gational order. Meetings for general 
rehearsal are held on Monday eve- 
nings under the direction of the or- 
ganist, J. P. Cobh. We learn the new 
arrangement is giving general satis- 
faction. 


The high wind of Wednesday blew 
in some of the storm protectors on 
Bacon’s new block (Eliot Block) at 
Newton, in one case frightening n 
horse so that he ran onto the lawn 
at the public library, disengaging 
himself from the carriage. He was 
caught with no damage except a 
broken harness. The high wind raised 
so much dust from the streets that 
it mnde people wish the street sprink- 
lers were out. 

Sunday evening Horace Dunckloe 
while driving at a rapid rate around 
the corner of Watertown and Bridge 
streets. North Village, broke both 
wheels on the left side of his car- 
riage. so that not a spoke was left. 
The horses were frightened and tried 
to run, hut were held for dear life by 
Mr. Duncklee, who was rescued from 
his perilous position by Officer Da- 
vis. Mr. Duncklee’s carriage was 
new only a week ago, and cost $600. 

50 YEARS AGO 

Newton Graphic, May 7, 1887 

The Massachusetts Bicycle Club of 
Boston will enjoy a moonlight run 
through the Newtons tonight. 


The painters of Newton have ob- 
tained the same concessions as were 
given Boston painters recently. Nine 
hours a day for the same pay as for- 
merly given for 10 hours a day. 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday evening when the 
order appropriating $600 for the care 
of Farlow park camo up, Alderman 
Ward asked why so large a sum was 
necessary. Alderman Hollis replied 
that $450 was for the salary of the 
man to take care of it, and $150 for 
improvements, He said Councilman 
Tyler has charge of the park; he is a 
careful and prudent man and would 
not recommend anything unless It Is 
needed. 

Alderman Petto presented a favora- 
ble report on the order for a perma- 
nent driver for Hose 1 at Newton, 
and an appropriation of $300 was 
passed to pay the wages of the driver 
for the balance of the year. Mr. Pet- 
tee said permanent drivers are a neces- 
sity and will save more than their 
cost by preventing accidents to ap- 
paratus by accidents now of frequent 
occurrence, and by greater prompt- 
ness at fires. 

An order was presented and passed 
which provided that the city shall con- 
tract for the coming year with the 
Nowton & Watertown Gas Light Com- 
pany for 700 gas lamps, or moro at a 
price not to exceed $15 per lamp, to 
ho lighted on tho moon schedulo until 
12 o'clock. Also for 450 oil lamps on 
tho same schedule at $10.50 per lamp. 


Carpenters from all sections of the 
city met ut Cole’s Hall on Wednes- 
day evening and decided to form a 
union, Hourly 100 men joining, and 
signing tho list of charter members. 
The men will try for u nine hour day, 
alroudy allowed to carpenters in Bos- 
ton und other cities. 
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How many dnndelion blossoms are 
on your lawn? 


Motorcycles, such as are used by 
Newton police, cost about $300 each. 
Eight Newton policemen have been 
assigned to motorcycle patrol duty, 
four on days and four on nights. But, 
only four new motorcycles were pur- 
chased; this being the limit allowed 
by Mayor Childs in the budget recent- 
ly passed. It stands to reason that it 
is not practical to have these four 
motorcycles in operation by two shifts 
of men. day and night. More motor- 
cycles should be purchased, even if 
the care entails a little more work. 
The safety of the public, the preven- 
tion of the nppalling number of denths 
which have been caused in Newton 
the past couple of years by automobile 
accidents, does not justify fnlse econ- 
omy in the failure to purchase a suffi- 
cient number of motorcycles to prop- 
erly provide for the requirements of 
the motorcycle squad. 


Some employees of the Woodland 
Milk Company of Watertown have 
been out on strike. Other employees 
have remained at work. A number of 
violent assaults have been mnde on 
the men who have remained at work. 
Early Tuesday morning several thugs 
Btopped a Woodland truck on Cabot 
st.. near Centre st., Newton. They 
forced the driver and his helper to 
alight and then slugged them with 
blackjncks. Not content with the mur- 
derous assault on the milk company 
employees, the thugs then started the 
truck down Centre st. The truck 
crashed through a stone wall nearby. 
It might well have collided with some 
automobile which happened along Cen- 
tre st., or possibly could have con- 
tinued along the street and plunged 
down the steep grade toward Frank- 
lin st., with the possibility of crash- 
ing into some dwelling. We have al- 
ways favored the efforts of working 
men to obtain fair wages and working 
conditions, but, when terrorists re- 
sort to such tactics as mentioned 
above, they lose the sympathy 
and support of the public, for those 
on strike. 


Israel Nesson, who unsuccessfully 
applied for a change of zone from pri- 
vate residence to business on land 
he owns opposite city hall on Com- 
monwealth ave., has brought legal ac- 
tion against members of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen in an effort to 
compel them to make the zoning 
change he desires. Mr. Nesson con- 
tends. among other tilings, that the 
building of the city hall on the tri- 
angle bounded by the avenue, Walnut 
and Homer streets, changed the char- 
acter of the neighborhood. Trans- 
formed it from a residential to a busi- 
ness character. We agree partly with 
Mr. Nesson. The building of the city 
hall and memorial buildings on the tri- 
angle, and the landscaping of the large 
surrounding area, surely changed the 
appearance and character of the 
place. 

Before the city bought and devel- 
oped tho property, it was very un- 
sightly. On the corner of Walnut st. 
and the avenue stood an unattractive, 
wooden building used as a store and 
waiting room. An automobile repair 
shop, and later a gasoline filling sta- 
tion, were located on the avenue side 
of tho big lot. Several three-decker 
dwelling houses were on the Walnut | 


st. side. Most of the big area at the 
triangle was Unoccupied, either cov- 
ered with weeds, barren or water filled 
hollows. After the city ncquired the 
property, it was evolved from an eye- 
sore into tile beautifully landscaped 
park It now Is, and on which are the 
magnificent structures. Wo would 
certainly prefer to have a residenco 
overlooking the place as it now is, 
rather than as it wns. 


Talking about the city hall property. 
In former years the little ponds in 
front of tho building, and near Wal- 
nut st., were cleaned each yenr of the 
deposits of mud which silted in from 
Cold Spring Brook. They have not 
been cleaned for tho past year. It 
would not cost a great deal to do this 
job. Either tho ponds should he 
cleaned or filled in. 


In this column last week we re- 
ferred to Senator Arthur W. Hollis. 
Mr. Hollis, with whom wo have been 
friendly, both personally and politi- 
cally for many years, asserts that our 
reference to him was unfair, inas- 
much as it gave the impression that 
he had agreed to serve only two 
terms In the Senate, whereas, he nev- 
er had such an agreement with any- 
one. He made no promise that his 
tenure of office in the Senate would 
he limited to any specified number of 
terms. In justice to Mr. Hollis, we 
make this statement. 

The annual demonstration of law- 
lessness by Harvard students occurred 
this week. On succeeding nights stu- 
dents of M. I. T. and Tufts College 
imitated the Harvard youths. If 
youths residing in poorer sections of 
Greater Boston indulged in the rowdy- 
ism which has become a yearly feature 
at. Harvard and Tech, they would be 
denounced as hoodlums and hooligans. 
They would lie arrested, brought into 
court and fined, or possibly jailed. 
Their displays of rough stuff and van- 
dalism would not he condoned as "boy- 
ish pranks.” The Harvard students, 
however, must receive credit for ac- 
cepting disciplinary treatment by the 
police as a natural sequence to their 
disturbance of the peace. But the 
Tech students (or some of them) again 
tills year, as in former years, cry baby 
after the police gave them rough stuff 
in return for rough stuff. We would 
suggest that next year those M. I. T. 
students who want to he hoodlums, 
but who can’t take it, act as spectators 
and not as participants in the annual 
riot. ,

A cir- 
cus needs these impressivo words In 
its advertising or tho American people 
would suspect there was something 
lacking. When we say circus we 
mean that everything about it shall 
be elephantine. 


Fitting Chastisement 

Among tho most popular laws with 
those who think nothing of breaking 
any old kind of a statute or ordinance 
is tlu? brush-burning that takes place 
right hero In Nowton, particularly at 
tho soason when lawns and yards are 
undergoing a general cleaning anil 
raking. Nothing can give more of- 
fence, without noiso or general dis- 
turbance, than a smouldering pile of 
twigs, leaves or similar accumulations. 
It takes hardly any effort at all to 
create a smudge thut fillH tho nostrils 
of tho neighbors and makes people 
cough, their eyes smart und causes 
everybody In tho vicinity to ho gener- 
ally uncomfortable. Tho Gilbert and 
Sullivan Influence being what It Is 
I think thoso guilty should ho pun- 
ished and that tho punishment should 
fit tho crlmo.

We like a bungalow type of house 
but am wondering if one of seven 
rooms would cost much more than 
a two story house? 

A single house all on one floor 
will probably cost about 10% more 
than the same number of rooms on 
two floors as it requires larger 
foundation and roof area. Of course 
you have a larger basement for 
play-room. etc., and a good size 
attic for storage. If you like a 
house of this type, the additional 
cost is not great compared with 
your future happiness. A bunga- 
low type house can be designed 
very attractively. By placing a 
dormer on the house and framing 
tho attic floor as strong as the oth- 
er floor you would be able to finish 
off a room or two at a future time. 


How would you suggest treating 
bed rooms where slope of roof 
shows in rooms in between dormer 
windows? 

In decorating or treating bed- 
rooms with sloping walls care 
should he taken to avoid the feel- 
ing of stuffiness. A small all-over- 
patterned paper is suitable for such 
rooms and the woodwork painted 
light. The prevailing color in the 
paper often produces a pleasing ef- 
fect. 


Do you feel that it pays to insu- 
late the walls of a house and what 
type would you suggest? 

The saving in fuel will offset the 
cost of insulation very quickly and 
not only this a house that is prop- 
erly insulated will eliminate con- 
siderable drafts that find their way 
through the walls. What is true 
regarding the walls is equally true 
regarding the floors. Proper insu- 
lation between floors makes a vast 
difference in keeping the floor 
warm and stops noise and dust 
working up through flooring. There 
are different types of insulation 
that are satisfactory when proper- 
ly applied. It pays to have this work 
done by a reliable contractor.

Building Specification Aids 

The purpose of this column is to 
Present general specifications for 
building and modernizing. Readers 
might like to save tills series for fu- 
ture reference. 

Fireproofing 

The work to lie done under this 
section shall include all fireproofing of 
steel beams and girders, fire-stopping 
or partitions, walls and stair soffits 
and reinforced concrete floor slabs. 

Steel beams or girders carrying 
floors or masonry walls (not in- 
cluding lintels) shall be fireproofed 
with concrete. Where required, pro- 
vide metal ties to anchor the con- 
crete to the steel. The concrete fire- 
proofing shall be one inch thick on 
top and at least two inches else- 
where: for other beams and girder 
the fireproofing shall be one inch thick 
on top and at least 1^ inches thick 
elsewhere, or as otherwise shown. 

Provide reinforced concrete floor 
slabs where shown on drawings and 
in accordance with framing design in- 
dicated. In this construction the con- 
crete shall be poured for the full 
depth in one operation. Consult 
plumber, heating, and electrical con- 
tractors before setting same. The 
j concrete shall be mixed in a water- 
j tight mixer in the proportions of one 
j part of best Portland Cement, two 
I parts of clean sharp sand and four 
parts of crushed stone. Make con- 
crete uniform with proper amount of 
water. Leave surface puddled rough, 
so as to make bond for finish floor. 
Reinforcing bars to be placed as in- 
dicated on drawings. 

All wood partitions and walls and 
wood stair soffits are to be fire-stopped 
with concrete or masonry the full 
depth of floor construction and all 
wall furring shall be filled between 
furring with cement mortar two inch- 
es above floor and two inches below 
ceilings of each floor. All fireproof- 
ing and fire-stopping to be done in ac- 


cordance with city requirements and 
to satisfaction of the architect.

You Can’t Fool 

The Weather 

More and more people are giving 
serious thought to the protection of 
buildings from adverse weather con- 
ditions. Many fine buildings in the 
past have been ruined because of por- 
ous masonry, shrinkage of mortar 
joints and inadequate flashing, but to- 
day, with improved methods of pro- 
tection and waterproofing, there is no 
need of a building leaking or masonry 
deteriorating. 

In erecting a building an owner 
should make inquiries as to the meth- 
ods that will lie adopted for caulking 
around windows, the kind of mortar 
for masonry, type of wall flashing and 
capping and waterproofing of walls, 
etc. The specifications should clearly 
state the kind of materials and meth- 
ods to be used. 

Buildings that have been built for 
a few years should he examined to see 
if any deterioration lias started, as it 
will save added expense and trouble 
if caught in time. Certain types of 
buildings are more acceptable to leak- 
age than others and this may he espe- 
cially true of buildings with cast stone 
trim that have not been waterproofed. 
To properly protect a building, the 
walls should lie treated about every 
five years by a reliable waterproofing 
company and in so doing save the life 
of the building and the expense that 
tomes from neglect. Man may fool 
himself trying to save money on a 
building, hut lie can't fool the weather. 


Planting Hints 


Number 7 

ROSES 

The preparation of soil for roses is 
a very important and necessary fac- 
tor in their success. The bed should 
be dug to a depth of two feet or more. 
If the soil is good, just work into it 
about one-third its bulk of well-rotted 
manure. Have soil and manure thor- 
oughly mixed. Roses prefer a moder- 
ately heavy soil, although if properly 
enriched each spring, a light soil will 
suffice. They require much moisture 
but will not stand puddles. If water 
does not drain readily, some means 
of drainage is necessary. 

As soon as rose plants are received 
they should lie placed iu a trench in 
a slanting position closely together 
with roots well covered with soil and 
kept well watered. When ready to 
plant, take them out as needed. Be 
sure tile roots do not become dry and 
spread them well so t hat soil can 
be packed around them to exclude 
the air. All grafted roses should he 
planted low enough so that the joint 
between the root stock and top is 
three inches below the soil surface. 
This is very important. Water thor- 
oughly. 

Hybrid Perpetuals should he planted 
2 to 3 feet apart: Hybrid Teas. 
to 2 feet apart; Ramblers. 5 to 6 feet; 
Rugosa Roses for hedge. 1 Vie feet; 
Wild Roses 2 feet apart. During the 
growing season keep a good mulch 
by stirring the top soil to a depth of 
an inch or so, and in dry weather wa- 
ter so that the bottom roots are 
reached. If plants become infected 
with lice or aphis, spray with Black 
Leaf Forty in accordance with in- 
structions iu package. 

Protect Hybrid Perpetuals and Hy- 
brid Teas during the winter by piling 
soil around them so four or five buds 
on each of the stems are buried. Tops 
should lie pruned back so that only 
three or four strong branches remain 
and only four to six buds on each 
branch.

NEWTON WINS FIRST 
THREE LEAGUE GAMES 

Castoldi and Paul Twirl and 
Bat Locals to Victory 

Led by a pair of heavy-hitting pit- 
chorH In Guido Castoldi and Eddie 
Paul, the Newton High baseball team 
swept through their first three Subur- 
ban League ganieH this week without 
a setback. Newton defeated Waltham 
9-5 last Friday at riaflin Field with a 
barrage of 16 hits, while Castoldi 
struck out 16 Waltham batters to end 
the visitors’ winning streak at four 
games. In a postponed game Sat- 
urday at Newton. Newton won a 
6-5 verdict when Ed Paul belted out 
a homo run in the tenth inning, In ad- 
dition to fanning 14 batters.

In Newton’s triumph over Waltham, 
a five run third inning gave them a 
5-4 edge, and three more runs in the 
fourth and one in the eighth put the 
game on ice.

Handicapped by the failure of their 
two crack sprinters to place in the 
100-yaTO dash, due to sore muscles, 
Newton High yielded its team cham- 
pionship in the Worcester Polytechnic 
interscholastics to Lowell High last 
Saturday at Worcester.

Quarterly Meeting of 

Newton Hospital Trustees 

The regular quarterly meeting of 
the Board of Trustees of the Newton 
Hospital was held at the hospital on 
April 27. 1937. 

Since the annual meeting the Bonrd 
has lost two members: Dr Henry 
Watters of Newton Centre, who died 
February 19. 1937. and Mr. Robert L. 
Studle.v of Wellesley, who died March 
30. 1937. The following resolutions 
were passed: 

"Resolved: That there be entered 
upon the records of the Newton Hos- 
pital the sorrow of its trustees, the 
members of its surgical, medical and 
nursing staffs and all those connect- 
ed with the hospital at the death of 
Dr. Watters. 

“A man's epitaph is written by the 
manner of his life. So Dr. Watters 
wrote his Immediately after grad- 
uation from the Boston University 
Medical School he became an interne 
at the hospital. At the completion of 
his interneship he became a member 
of the surgical and medical staff and 
established himself in practice at 
Newton Centre. From then until his 
death. Dr. Watters was connected al- 
ways with the hospital as a member 
of the staff, as a Trustee and as a 
member of the Executive Committee. 

“When stricken with what he knew 
meant the shortening of his days and 
the limiting of his activities, he car- 
ried on cheerfully and uncomplaining- 
ly. He was the friend as well as the 
associate of those with whom he 
worked, the friend and the physician 
of his patients. His death added an- 
other name to the roll of those who 
in their lives served the hospital and 
their fellow men well and faithful- 
ly” 

"With deep sorrow we record the 
death on March 30. 1937. of our friend 
and fellow trustee, Robert Lee Stud- 
ley. 

Mr. Studley became a member of 
this organization January 28. 1936. In 
tile short term of his service he dem- 
onstrated an active and helpful inter- 
est. which makes us realize the great 
loss suffered by the hospital and the 
community. His personal character, 
strong, loyal, generous and unafraid, 
and increasingly lovable with better . 
acquaintance, deeply endeared him to 
his many friends on this Board. | 

“We gratefully acknowledge our i 
sincere appreciation of Mr. Studley 
and all that he stood for in life.” 

The report of Mr. William Chase, 
Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee. was presented and is in part as 
follows: 

"It was noted from the Treasurer’s 
report that the hospital’s financial 
showing for the first quarter of the 
year has been very satisfactory in 
spite of the fact that the daily aver- 
age number of patients in the hospital 
during this period was sixteen less 
than in 1936.

tures. Soon it developed that a pic- 
ture framing department must be 
added.

William McPherson. 52 Keenan st.. 
Watertown, and Robert Hamlet. 53

their minimum, maximum and step- 
increases in salary would be. 

The Finance Committee is very 
much disturbed to find that this sys- 
tem has been abandoned by the Mayor 
except in the cases of the policemen, 
firemen and school teachers whose 
rating Is set by State law’, and ho has 
notified department heads to disre- 
gard the existing classification and to 
send to him— the Mayor — such rec- 
ommendations as they may have for t 
increasing the salaries of employees 
in their respective departments. 

It is the belief of the Finance Com- 
mittee that this is a decided step back- 
wards and is the abandonment of a 
business-like and equitable method of 
handling the salary question through- 
out the city. 

In the Budget which we have just 
considered there have been several 
instances where an increase in salary 
has been recommended by the May- 
or, but the persons for whom he in- 
tended them are not named and the 
Board of Aldermen and the Depart- 
ment Heads have no way of knowing 
to whom the Mayor designated the in- 
crease. 

The Finance Committee Is of the 
opinion that the budget should contain 
always full and complete Information. 

In the City Treasurer’s Department, 
we find that the collection of money 
from the Commonwealth and tow’ns 
and cities whose citizens have re- j 
ceived welfare aid Is not efficiently 
handled. Amounts due the City ex- ; 
tend back to 1930 and apparently 
there Is not a proper system for fol- 
lowing up and collecting money ex- 
pended by the Welfare Dpartment for 
other municipalities. We believe that 
closer co-operation should exist be- 
tween the Welfare Department and 
the City Treasurer’s office, and the 
Comptroller should be requested to 
work out a system that will enable 
the City to follow up and collect 
this money when it is due much 
quicker than is the case at present. 

More aggressive effort should be 
made to dispose of real estate that 
has come into the hands of the City 
through tax title, foreclosures or oth- 
erwise, and thus turn this slow asset 
into cash. 

The welfare situation gives us much 
concern. In 1936 more money was 
spent in this Department than at any 
time in the history of the City and 
there are more cases receiving aid 
than ever before. In making a study 
of the Department we have no criti- 
cism to offer in the way in which It I 
is conducted by the director. We do, 
believe, however, that the entire situa- 
tion requires much thought and we 
suggest that a plan at least be consid- 
ered by which a person connected 
with the department should devote 
his entire time to finding work in 
private industries for those now on 
City relief. The taxpayers of Newton 
have a right to expect that some ef- 
fort he made to reduce the tremen- 
dous cost of welfare work in the City. 
We believe that aid should be given at 
all times to those who really need it 
hut the recipients themselves as well 
a 8 the property owners are not fairly 
treated when no other effort is made 
on behalf of both. In our opinion, 
the department cannot operate this 
year on the money recommended by 
the Mayor in his budget and we do 
not believe that a reduction in welfare 
costs can be looked for in 1937. 

There is a situation in the Police 
Department which should be elimi- 
nated at the earliest possible moment. 
The radio mechanic is the only mem- 
ber employed in the Department who 
holds a lirst-class radio commercial 
license and Is therefore the only one 
qualified and permitted under the law 
to repair or work on the broadcast- 
ing system. In the event that he Is 
incapacitated or out of the City, the 
Chief of the department relies on vol- 
unteer services only from those who 
hold u first-class license to muke re- 
pairs or adjustments. In view’ of the 
fact that our broudcasting system is 
absolutely essential for the proper 
working of the Department and that 
the City broadcasts for Watertown, 
Waltham and Wellesley (for which 
services those communities pay), it 
would affect others than ourselves 
should anything go wrong. An auxi- 
liary broadcasting set would cost 
11000 und wo believe It Is urgently 
needed und should bo purchased ut the 
earliest possible moment, and the 
City not ho left to rely upon volun- 
teer help in an emergency as it does 
nt present. I 


The Sergeant Mechanic has boon 
given the authority to purchase the 
supplies of tho department, including 
radio equipment. These wore former- 
ly bought by the Chief. Tho practice 
Is followed in other departments of 
having the department head make und 
be responsible for all purchases. Wo 
believe that the Mayor should return 
the power to purchase supplies to 
the Chief and this should not be dele- 
gated to another member of the De- 
partment. 

For several years the Finance Com- 
mittee In considering matters relat- 
ing to the Police Department has 
sensed thnt the present operation of 
the repnir and care of the Police auto- 
motive equipment has not been con- 
ducive to harmony and efficiency in 
the department and we would urge 
that consideration be given to this 
matter. 

Lnst year we called attention to all- 
night parking in the streets all over 
the City which not only is prohibited 
by law but is a dangerous practice 
and Interferes with their proper clean- 
ing and during the winter with snow 
removal and sanding. This is an 
abuse thnt should be stopped at 
once and for which w*e hold the Chief 
accountable. 

Although every effort to keep the 
tax rate dowrn is commendable we 
believe that some expenses have been 
eliminated from the budget which 
sound business judgment would re- 
tain as not only justifiable but neces- 
sary. 

We cannot keep up our streets to 
the standard expected by the people 
of Newton when the Street Depart- 
ment is without proper equipment. 
We believe that a study should be 
made and a change recommended in 
the specifications for the type of 
street which the City now lays and 
which are known as secondary streets. 
These may he more costly to lay but 
will materially reduce the upkeep and 
prove more satisfactory in the long 
run to the people who use and pay 
for them. 

The Committee last year recom- 
mended that consideration be given 
to the creation of an office of “Pur- 
chasing Agent” for the City. We be- 
lieve that a material amount of money 
can be saved if all supplies and equip- 
ment are purchased through one cen- 
tral agent. We again recommend that 
a study be made of this problem. 

We feel that the City should be 
| congratulated on the way Its affairs 
have been conducted by our depart- 
ment heads and the City is fortunate 
In having the type of men in its serv- 
ice who occupy the more responsible 
positions. We commend the City 
Clerk and the Playground Commis- 
sioner for following our suggestion 
of last yenr in selecting men to be 
trained in the department work who 
will eventually be able to assume the 
duties of the dpartment heads in the 
event of disability or absence of those 
in authority. 

The cordial co-operation of all de- 
partment heads with the Finance Com- 
mittee in its study of the budget is 
acknowledged with thanks and appre- 
ciation. 

The Committee notes that no action 
has been taken in this respect by the 
treasurer or comptroller.

Ask Permits For 
Business Building 
Near City Hall 

Last Saturday an application and 
plans were filed at the Building De- 
partment at City Hall by Israel and 
Julius Nesson of Boston and Brook- 
line for business structures which 
would contain stores and a bank on 
Commonwealth ave.. opposite city 
hall. The Nessons recently petitioned 
that the land where the proposed 
business building would be located be 
changed from single residence to 
business zone. Following a public 
hearing, their petition was adversely 
acted on by both the Newton Plan- 
ning Board and the Board of Aider- 
men. Since then the Nessons have 
filed a bill in equity in the Superior 
Court to compel the Bourd of Aider- 
men to grant their zoning petition. 
Each member of the Board and City 
Clerk Grant has been served with a 
writ. The tiling of the plans will re- 
sult only in refusal by Public Build- 
ings Commissioner Campbell. He can- 
not grant a permit to the Nessons. 
because of the zoning ordinance. The 
petitioners threaten they will carry 
the contest to the Supreme Court if 
the Superior Court rules against 
them. 


Welfare Cases In 
Newton Decrease 


During the month of April 73 per- 
sons receiving aid from the Newton 
Welfare Department obtained employ- 
ment and ceased, temporarily at least, 
from being carried on the welfare 
rolls. Some of these are working as 
gardeners, some obtained employment 
at laboring work, and others are en- 
gaged in various occupations. The 
Welfare Department has been co-op- 
erating in procuring employment for 
some of those who obtained work. In 
a few cases, men who were considered 
able to work at jobs offered them, and 
who refused to do so, were dropped 
from the relief rolls. Few skilled 
workers are now getting aid from the 
Newton Welfare Department. 


Bishop Nol Pros 
Serious Charges 


Warren L. Bishop, District Attor- 
ney of Middlesex County has nol 
prossed the charges against Peter 
Holubiak. 23. of 18 Willard st.. South 
Boston, and Michael Rodzys, 20. of 
113 Leverett st., Boston. The two 
were charged with criminal assault 
on Mrs. Alice Crovo, 36. of Shaw st.. 
Brookline. They were arrested at 
2:30 a. m. on April 7 by Patrolmen 
Smith and Turner, who found them 
in a car on Hobart rd.. Newton Cen- 
tre, witli the woman. In the Newton 
court the following day. Judge Wes- 
ton. after henring testimony, held the 
pair for the Grand Jury. Mrs. Crovo 
had testified in the Newton court 
that the two men had met her on 
Cambridge st.. Boston, offered to drive 
iter home, but instead drove to New- 
ton Centre, and under threats, forced 
her to succumb to their advances. 
There were marks on her throat 
where she said one of the pair had 
choked her. 

Mrs. Crovo appealed to Attorney 
General Dover after Bishop nol 
prossed the charges aguinst the men. 
Bishop stated that the evidence of- 
fered by the woman in the case was 
so unbelievable, that he was justified 
in taking the action he did.

Oak Hill Demands 
Street To School 

The Board of Aldermen received 
this week a petition signed by more 
than two hundred citizens of the Oak 
Hill District urging the City take im- 
mediate steps to provide a road from 
the Oak Hill School to Parker st. 
The argument offered by the Oak Hill 
residents is as follows: 

"It has long been understood that 
the City intended to have this road 
constructed and available in time for 
the opening of the new school in 
September but deluys have developed 
causing the School Committee to cre- 
ate optional zones where children will 
be permitted to attend other schools 
because of the inaccessibility of the 
new Oak Hill School. In addition the 
rumor is persistent that the City pro- 
poses to erect a temporary boardwalk 
from Pnrker st. to the school along 
the open brook. These developments 
have aroused the Ouk Hill community 
who have advocated the road and now 
have formally presented a petition 
with a request for a hearing to dis- 
cuss the situation more fully." 

"Neither Parker nor Dedham sts. 
have sidewalk facilities and much 
concern is heard from parents whose 
children will have to walk from points 
east of Newton countryside as well as 
from the Walnut-Solon st. sections — 
along the open roadway, a distance 
of at least one mile further than if 
some direct roadway were open and 
available. Much criticism is voiced 
by these two hundred parents who 
are most vitully concerned with get- 
ting their children to this school that 
the City should leave the brook un- 
covered and unfinished when every- 
one agrees that convenience, safety 
and good planning requires the imme- 
diate construction of the road. Some 
argue that the new’ taxable properties 
in the Oak Hill District will more 
than cover interest and amortiza- 
tion charges for money spent up in 
this area for the school, sewer and 
road." 

“It is expected that within this 
month the Aldermen will call a hear- 
ing on this petition and that the res- 
idents will be given the opportunity 
to appear in its behalf. It is not an 
entirely too happy arrangement to 
huve a ‘one-way approach’ to the 
school. Besides it is a distinct in- 
convenience to children coming from 
other parts of the District, three-quar- 
ters of whom would travel several 
times as far to get to the school. It 
is a big disappointment to the resi- 
dents that this lovely school should 
be so inaccessible because of insuffi- 
cient approaches to it. A road to 
Parker st. would make the school sev- 
eral minutes closer to a fire station 
should any emergency develop and 
would open up the area which the 
Planning Bourd has so enthusiastical- 
ly endorsed and which awaits this 
road before it can become a reality.” 

The officers and directors of the 
Oak Hill Improvement Association 
held their regular monthly meeting on 
Tuesday at the home of Charles R. 
Davis, and the petition for the new 
road was endorsed. Vigorous action 
before the Aldermen is planned. Nor- 
man Hall was chosen chairman of a 
committee to study ways to eliminate 
the mosquito nuisance. Albert Hasen- 
fus was appointed chairman of the 
bus committee. Residents attending 
t lie meeting were indignant over the 
increased operations at the plant of 
the Highland Sand & Gravel Com- 
pany. under the protection of injunc- 
tions issued against the city.

Police Stopping 
All Night Parking 

For the past week Newton police 
have been waging a campaign against 
automobile owners who use public 
streets for private garages. This ac- 
tion on the part of the police resulted 
from a criticism made in the report 
of the Finance Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen which was distributed to 
members of the Board at the meeting 
on May 3. One paragraph of the re- 
port reads: 

“Last year we railed' attention to 
all-night parking in the streets all 
over the city which not only is pro- 
hibited by law, but is a dangerous 
practice and interferes with their 
proper cleaning and during the win- 
ter with snow removal and sanding." 
the • committee stated in its report. 
"This is an abuse that should be 
stopped at once and for which we hold 
the chief accountable." 

Some time ago the Board of Aider- 
men passed an ordinance which limit- 
ed parking on streets in Newton to 
one hour between the hours of 2 a. m. 
and 6 a. m.. but this ordinance had 
not been enforced There were sev- 
eral reasons for the passing of the 
ordinance. During the winters pre- 
ceding the past winter, much difficul- 
ty was experienced in plowing snow 
ofT streets because of cars parked all 
night on highways. The use of 
streets for garages also interferes with 
the operation of street sweepers, 
which are used nights. Most automo- 
biles which have been parked all 
night on streets have not been light- 
ed. and constitute hazards, especially 
on rainy nights. 

In the horse and buggy days, 
streets were not used for stables. It 
is contended, and rightly, that they 
should not be used as private ga- 
rages. Garage space for a car can be 
had in most sections for about $5 per 
month. Portable garages can he pur- 
chased for about the same amount, 
on extended monthly payments. 


West Newton Man 
Fatally Burned 

Henry DeWolfe. 68. of 54 Taft ave., 
West Newton, was fatally burned last 
Friday when a stove in the galley of 
the yacht. "Marlette." flared up and 
caused a fire. The yacht, owned by 
Jacob Brown, a Boston wool merchant, 
was being conditioned at the Quincy 
dry dock. DeWolfe. who had been 
employed by Mr. Brown for 35 years 
on yachts, was In the galley when the 
fire broke out. Three other members 
of the crew, including Fred DeWolfe 
of California st.. Nonantum. a brother 
of the dead man. were also burned. 
Mr DeWolfe died at the Quincy Hos- 
pital several hours after having been 
taken there. He was born at Arlchat. 
Nova Scotia and had lived in Newton 
for about 50 years. He followed the 
sea since boyhood, being employed as 
a deep sea fisherman before working 
on yachts. 

He is survived by his widow. Mrs. 
Jennie i DeYoung) de Wolfe: four 
daughters. Mrs. Lillian Clark and Miss 
Bertha DeWolfe of West Newton. Mrs. 
Stella LaRoche of Watertown and 
Mrs. Elta LaBlanc of Waltham: and 
four sons. Arthur and Clarence De- 
Wolfe of Waltham. Raymond DeWolfe 
of Needham and Clifford DeWolfe of 
West Newton. Mr DeWolfe’s funeral 
service was held on Monday at St. 
Bernard’s Church. Burial was in Cal- 
vary Cemetery. 


Playground Comm. 
Recommends Two 
New Positions 


At a meeting of the Playground 
Commission on Tuesday night the 
matter of creating a new office, that 
of assistant superintendent, was dis- 
cussed. The creation of this office 
was recently recommended by the 
Finance Committee of the Aldermen, 
when this year's budget was passed. 
Apart from the office force and men 
‘•ngag^d in maintenance work, there 
have been no full time employees in 
the Playground Department. The al- 
dermen recommended the appointment 
of a full time assistant to Supt. Her- 
mann because the latter is only a part 
time official, and It was also deemed 
advisable to have someone thorough- 
ly acquainted with the work, when the 
Superintendent may at some future 
timp retire The members of the Com- 
mission on Tuesday night decided it 
is inadvisable at this time to appoint 
an assistant superintendent. 

Instead, the Commission voted to 
recommend the creation of two new 
positions in the Playground Depart- 
ment — that of director of community 
centre activities, and director of boys’ 
activities. To the former position Mrs. 
Ragna Hovgaard would be appointed. 
To the latter office, Leo Hughes would 
be appointed. Mrs. Hovgaard is the 
wife of Arthur Hovgaard and lives at 
Terrace avenue. Newton Highlands. 
Leo Hughes resides at 181 Cabot st., 
Newton If the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen approve, the two new posi- 
tions will be established. 

The commission voted to have a 
survey made to determine the most 
practical and desirable approach to 
the new Cold Spring playground at 
Newton Highlands. The planned ap- 
proach was from Duncklee street and 
Beverly road, but because of protests 
from residents of those streets, lead 
by Representative Clarence Luitwie- 
ler, approaches from Beacon street 
and Plymouth road are being consid- 
ered. The approach from Beacon st.. 
will necessitate the construction of 
a street about a half mile long. The 
City Engineer states that because of 
the depth of the boggy land over 
which some of this proposed road 
would have to be built, the cost will 
be very high.

The Water Commissioners appoint- 
ed to study the various sources from 
which Newton may be supplied with 
water for domestic and fire protection 
purposes have made the following re- 
port: — "Three sources of supply pre- 
sent themselves for consideration: 

1. The waters of the various ponds of 
the city with the streams running In- 
to them, brought together by a system 
which would combine the whole for use. 

2. A supply from the works of some 
other municipality, either Boston, 
Brookline or Waltham. 3. An inde- 
pendent supply from the Charles Riv- 
er.” 

‘‘There is not a supply of water to 
be derived from the first source suffi- 
cient for the prospective wants of 
the city, and it would be unwise to 
build a system of works founded upon 
so limited a supply. In this connec- 
tion. however, we view with apprehen- 
sion any attempt to obtain the right 
to use the waters of Newton by per- 
sons outside its limits for purposes 
of private gain and profit, and while 
we do not consider them as sufficient 
as a w’ater supply for the city, they 
are of great benefit to the city, and 
we deprecate encroachment upon 
them. Hammond Pond, in particular, 
because of its elevation, may he used 
at some future time for the purpose of 
flushing sewers.” 

“With reference to obtaining water 
from the works of some other city or 
town, in coming to the conclusion that 
it is not advisable, we have not over- 
looked the arguments in favor. Bos- 
ton now has one conduit, and in about 
3 years expects to have another, run- 
ning the entire length of our city. It 
is true that both Waltham and Brook- 
line have obtained a supply of water 
from galleries constructed along the 
banks of the Charles River, unsur- 
passed in purity, and abundant for 
our present supply at least, in addi- 
tion to their own. From the supply 
at Waltham only that part of this city 
on a level with the Boston & Albany 
railroad could he obtained. In order 
to supply all of Newton either from 
Waltham or Brookline, it would he 
necessary for Newton to establish an 
independent reservoir and pumping 
station, and to lay the same system 
of piping that would be required were 
an independent system used and final- 
ly to pay regularly and continually 
for the water used. Similar conditions 
would exist were the water taken from 
the Boston conduits.” 

“We already have the authority to 
take our water by Independent works 
from the Charles River. It cannot bo 
supposed that if we abandon this right 
and seek for authority to participate 
in the water supply of other places, 
we shall be left on as favorable and 
independent a footing. By the statute 
of 1872 Newton has the right to take 
water from the Charles River at any 
point within its territory not exceed- 
ing one and a half million gallons a 
day. Charles River Is the natural sup- 
ply for Newton, the supply is abun- 
dant. the quality of the water such 
that it received the recommendation 
of the Medical Commission appointed 
by Boston in 1874 in preference to 
all sources taken by that city.”

Newton Graphic, May 14. 1887 

The visit of the royal Hawaiians 
to Newton drew a large crowd to 
the depot Wednesday noon. They 
arrived on the 12.38 train from Wel- 
lesley where t lie party had spent the 
morning visiting the college. Car- 
riages were in wniting and tho party 
was taken to the residence of G. D. 
Gilman on Baldwin street where lunch 
was served. An hour afterwards tho 
party took carriages and drove to 
Waltham. Queen Ku pollan i attracted 
tho most attention, of course, and she 
received the stares of tin* crowd good- 
naturedly, waving her handkerchief 
and smiling at tho school children 
who surrounded the depot. She was 
dressed in black with tho exception of 
the yellow lei about her neck. Prin- 
cess Liliuokulnni was dressed in black 
and attracted loss attention. Al the j 
Gilman homo a portrait of King Kal- 
akuua occupied a conspicuous pluco 
beneath a royal wreath of yellow fea- 
thers given to Mr. Gilman by the royal 
family. Mr. Gilman spent 20 years 
in tlie Hawuliun Islands, going there 
as a youth and being a great favorite 
of tho royal family. Mr. and Mrs. 
Gilman have been spending the week 
at tho Parker House, Boston, with 
llieir royal friends, and the visit was 
only to show thorn their home, and 
also as a convenient stopping place 
on the way to Waltham, where tho 
party wanted to visit tho watch fac- 
tory.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


The newspapers have had plenty of 
first page copy the post week. In ad- 
dition to news of preparations for the 
coronation festivities at London, the 
slaughter of the Basques, and the re- 
union of the Duke of Windsor and 
Mrs. Wallis Warfield Simpson, the 
tragic end of the super airship "Hin- 
denburg" diverted attention for sev- 
eral days from the social and political 
amenities and animosities overseas. 
The English nre putting on a great 
show, ns a necessary pageant — or 
drama, to help assure the continuance 
of the British Empire. The former 
King and the former Mrs. Simpson are 
providing heart throbs for the roman- 
tically inclined. 

Tho destruction of the pride of the 
Zeppelin factory was not a surprise to 
many. They nre surprised that it did 
not occur before. The skill of the Ger- 
mans who have been navigating the 
big airship, frequently saved It from 
the fury of the elements. But. you 
can’t depend on hydrogen gas indefi- 
nitely. any more than you can on ni- 
troglycerin or dynamite. Man Is a 
smart animal, but his element Is on 
the earth and not in the air. 


Talking about the destruction of 
the "Hlndenburg,” citizens of the U. 
S. A. should feel quite ashamed and 
guilty after the castigation they re- 
ceived from the man with the super 
intellect — Boake Carter. The man 
who knows so much about so many 
things asserted that the U. S. A. is 
responsible for the loss of the "Hin- 
denburg” because this country would 
not supply Germany with helium gas 
for its huge Zeppelins. This country 
is fortunate in possessing a large sup- 
ply of natural gas in Texas from 
which helium gas is extreted. Al- 
though there is a big quantity of the 
gas under part of Texas the supply 
is not inexhaustible. According to 
oracle Boake Carter, the U. S. A. Is 
very selfish in conserving helium for 
its own future needs. We should 
share it with Germany so that the mil- 
itant overseas country can proceed to 
build and operate more Zeppelins And 
then in the future, Germany in some 
future war, would have developed a 
fleet of Zepps. some of which might 
he sent over (filled with hydrogen, If 
helium w’ere not available) to strafe 
New York and Boston, even as Lon- 
don was bombed during the World 
War. 

Isn’t it fortunate that Roake Carter 
immigrated to the U. S. A. to tell this 
country how it should he conducted 
and what its people should do. We 
admit we are prejudiced against Mr. 
Carter. We are one of those persons 
with limited intellects who are in- 
fluenced by first impressions. A cou- 
ple of years ago, or less, on the sta- 
tion our radio set was tuned to. came 
a broadcast by some commentator. 
His enunciation was so pompous, and 
seemingly (to us) affectedly staccato, 
that we at once tuned off without 
learning his identity. And, anytime 
after when we heard him on the ra- 
dio. we tuned off that station. Appar- 
ently. many approved of Mr. Carter’s 
radio comments, because lie was 
given a lucrative contract by a syn- 
dicate of newspapers, including a Bos- 


ton newspaper we read. We had to in- 
quire. "Who Is this Ronkc Carter?" 
And we learned he is the radio celeb- 
rity we disliked. Probably, if we 
broadcast over some local radio, there 
would he many who would tune off 
us soon as they heard our voice; even 
if we don’t nffeo? staccato enuncia- 
tion. 

The little, scrnggly Judas tree on 
the B. & A. embankment near the 
Centre Avenue Bridge is again pre- 
senting its annual display of beauti- 
ful rose-colored blossoms. 

Do you believe in the Golden Rule? 
If so, do you practice it? Most of 
you do not work on Saturday after- 
noons. Some of you have that after- 
noon. and other afternoons, not to 
mention days, for rest and recrention. 
Men and women employed in mar- 
kets. grocery stores and fruit stores 
must work all day on Saturdays. They 
must work longer hours on other days 
than do most of us. A movement has 
been started in this city to accom- 
plish what has been the custom for 
years in many cities and towns — 
have retail stores closed Wednesday 
afternoons the year around. Last 
Wednesday afternoon most markets, 
grocery and fruit stores in the New- 
tons. as well as some other stores, 
were closed. A few food stores kept 
open. If you are unselfish enough to 
accord to others some of the advan- 
tages you enjoy, order your provisions, 
groceries or fruit on Tuesdays or 
Wednesday mornings. Cooperate witli 
the stores which are showing consid- 
eration for their employees. 

In connection with the current in- 
spection of automobiles. Registrar 
Goodwin has ordered that headlights 
on automobiles must not be operated 
on the drop beam; headlights must 
be used on the high beam only. The 
reason given Is — that autoists when 
they use the drop beam, cannot see 
pedestrians on highways. As one who 
does considerable night driving, we 
differ from Mr. Goodwin. For the 
past few years, since bulbs of higher 
candlepower have been used in head- 
lights, they cause so much glare, that 
unless one uses the drop beam when 
approaching another car. the glare 
from your headlights, unless they are 
accurately adjusted, blinds the driver 
of the car coming toward you. A 
large percentage of headlights are not 
correctly adjusted. If Mr. Goodwin 
drove nights, he would realize this. 
When he resumed the office of Reg- 
istrar a couple of years ago. he an- 
nounced t bat ho Would issue a ruling 
which would eliminate t be use of 32 
candlepower bulbs in headlights, and 
cause a return to 21 candlepower 
bulbs. He did not do so. Had he 
taken this action, there would be 
fewer accidents on highways at night, 
and fewer pedestrians killed. Some 
automobiles have headlights equipped 
with bulbs of more than 32 candle- 
power. If manufacturers of light 
bulbs would again make bulbs of 21 
candlepower, they would sell millions 
of this type as they use much less 
current. Incidentally, many autoists 
are violating the law by operating on 
road-lights instead of head lights.

Planting Hints — No. 8 
Perennials 

In order to obtain best results with 
perennial plants select a rich some- 
what moist soil in good light. Pre- 
part' the bed by digging to a depth 
of IS inches, working in a liberal 
quantity of well-rotted manure and 
coarse bone meal. Arrange the plants 
according to their heights and color 
combinations. Plant enough kinds to 
provide continuous bloom from spring 
to fall. Avoid too striking color con- 
trasts. Do not. as a rule, set plants 
singly, but rather three to five or 
more of a kind together. A much 
richer effect is gained this way and 
a longer season of bloom. 

Plants should be placed about a 
foot apart on an average with those 
growing three feet or taller farther 
apart and the very low growing 
plants closer together. The spring 
and fall are both good times to plant 
perennials.

Walls Perfect 

A most unusual application of lead 
has been made to the walls of a bath- 
room. The wall surface was con- 
structed of compo board. A coating 
of sprayed molten lead was applied di- 
rectly to the wall board to a thickness 
of approximately 0.03 of an inch. 

The effect is said to he especially 
pleasing because of the soft gray 
tone of the lead which also contrasts 
nicely with the colored bathroom fix- 
tures.

I am building a house and note 
carpenter is using building paper 
on walls. Is there a difference in 
paper and of what value is it? 

There is a difference in both the 
weight and make of building pa- 
ler. Some building papers are just 
:t little better than nothing but a 
good waterproof paper of substan- 
tial weight will pay for itself in 
no time. Be sure that the paper is 
well lapped and carried in back of 
window and door frames as this 
will keep driving winds out. Insu- 
lation of walls, roofs and floors are 
more important than the boarding. 
Of course insulation board is used 
juite extensively in place of build- 
ing paper but for certain uses a 
good building paper is hard to beat. 

My garage doors swing out on 
hinges and the wind has them 
wrecked. What would you suggest 
doing? 

If the doors are in bad shape it 
would pay to spend a»little more 
money and install overhead doors 
or some other type that slides in. 

It is hard to make garage doors 
that swing out satisfactory as not 
only the wind wrecks them but the 
weather also. In building or buy- 
ing a house it is well to see that 
the garage doors are of good type. 
This is one of the places where 
some builders will try to save a 
little at the expense of the buyer. 

I want to lay a canvas roof on 
porch of my summer house and 
wondering if you could give me any 
instructions? 

Roofing duck comes in widths of 
21. 36 and 12 inches The nur- 
row width will make the best roof 
but of course will tuk< more nails 
and labor in laying. Lay the duck 
so the water will run over the lap, 
lapping the duck the width shown 
by the blue thread. Stretch the 
duck tight and smooth, and tack so 
that the head of the tack comes 
ju.-t to the edge of the duck. The 
duck has a strong finish edge that 
should not unravel. Use 3-4 inch 
heavily galvanized tacks, two tucks 
to the inch One pound of tacks 
will lay about ten running yards of 
duck Wet the duck after it is 
laid and while still damp give it 
its first tout of puint using only 
pure loud und oil Give it tin 
touts of thill puint, then puint it 
once in four or live years. 


the walls are always washable and 
can be made decorative. 

Another definite advantage is the 
reduction in transmission of sound 
through the bathroom walls. Lead has 
been used to sound-proof walls before 
but it has usually been concealed be- 
hind the regular wall finish. 

For the spraying operation, lead 
wire is fed into a metal spray gun. 
where it is melted and blown out 
through the nozzle in fine particles 
onto the surface to be coated. Because 
of its low- melting point, lead is one 
>f the easiest, most economical and i 
most raipid metals to spray. ' 


The purpose of this column is to 
present general specifications for 
building and modernizing. Readers 
might like to save this series for fu- 
ture reference. 

CARPENTRY 

The contractor Is to furnish all 
material, equipment and all labor nec- 
essary for the completion in a work- 
manlike manner of all rough and fin- 
ished carpentry, millwork. flooring, 
etc., for the entire building. This 
work also includes rough and finish 
hardware, temporary work, cutting 
and patching for other trades and all 
other carpentry required for the pro- 
per performance of the work. All 
work to be done in accordance with 
plans and specifications or as shown by 
details and to the satisfaction of ‘the 
architect. Modelling of any nature 
to be approved by the architect be- 
fore proceeding with the work. 

All framing stock shall be well s 
soiled "Merchantable” grade of kind 
marked or plans. Joist, rafters and 
ceiling beams shall be of sizes and 
arrangement as shown on the fram- 
ing plans and where built into mason- 
ry walls shall have the ends bevelled 
off. Use stirrups where indicated or 
necessary. Bridge all spans of over 
8 feet with straight continuous rows 
of one by two inch double cross bridg- 
ing well nailed. Spans over 16 feet 
to have two rows of bridging. Frame 
for all floors and for furred down 
ceilings in top story. Ceiling framing 
shall provide level bearings not over 
20 inches on centres to receive wood 
strapping and to be hung where nec- 
essary as approved so as to make a 
rigid job. 

Studding for partitions and wood 
walls where indicated shall be two by 
four inches. 16 inphes on centres 
unless otherwise noted, all to be well 
spiked at head and foot. Provide three 
by four inch hard pine caps and 
shoes. All bearing partitions are to 
rest directly on partition below to 
avoid shrinkage. The studding at 
openings are to he doubled and if over 
four feet wide are to be trussed. Ex- 
terior walls of wood frame shown on 
plans are to have four by eight sills, 
girts and posts and to be diagc.ally 
braced. They shall be mortised and 
tenoned with hard wood pins. Fur 
nish and erect all necessary staging 
and scaffolding for the proper erection 
or the work and for use of other 
trades. Maintain at all times con- 
venient and safe access from lowest 
to highest portions of the building by 
temporary stairs or ladders until per- 
manent stairs are built. Protect all 
masonry and trim so as not to dam- 
age. Build all wooden centers and 
wooden bricks for masonry and set 
firmly. Wooden bricks for door frames 
to be wedge shape and treated with 
wood preservative. All masonry walls 
are to be furred with one by three

NEWTON WINS QUAD 
MEET, SWEEPING JUMP 

Newton High won their quadran- 
gular track meet last Friday afternoon 
from Lowell. Medford and Brockton, 
nosing ont Brockton with an eleventh- 
hour sweep in t lie high jump and a 
fortunate relay victory. The point 
score changed so radically during the 
progress of tile meet that Medford 
was the only team that, failed to be 
on top at any time, as the other three 
battled for the lead. The final score 
read Newton 38 1-8, Brockton 28 3-8, 
Lowell 22 1-4, and Medford 11 1-4. 

Oddly enough. Newton was the one 
team without a double winner In a 
meet dominated by eight or ten ath- 
letes. Brockton’s Louis Montgomery 
won tlie 100-yard dash in 10.5s and 
the broad jump at 21 ft. % in., both 
fine performances for a versatile boy 
who takes ills track as it comes, and 
without great preparation. Gangling 
Ed Dugger of Medford led home New- 
ton’s Jerry Alien in a 23.2 furlong 
sprint, and was an easy victor over 
Don McKinnon in the hurdles final. He 
lilt 14.4s in his trial heat, hut the final 
was slower. Edmund Murphy of Low- 
ell, the other double winner, out- 
legged Bob Mother and Elmer Ross of 
Newton in the 440-yard run in 53.3s, 
then won the shot with a middling 
toss of 44 ft. 10% in. 

Gallant Upsets Bova in 880 

Not all the home towners points 
came in seconds and thirds, however. 
Joe Gallant came through with the 
fastest half-mile ever run by a Newton 
athlete. 2m. 1.4s, beating out Carmen 
Rova of Lowell, highly favored mid- 
dle-distance star. Tlie old record was 
the oldest on the books, having been 
set by Tommy Clausen in 1922 at 2m. 
l.6s. 

Don Enoch's formidable sprint stars, 
Paul Forte and Bud Hines, did not 
figure in the scoring. Forte had been 
pronounced fit by his doctor, but he 
pulled up lame while leading the fast 
field in the final, and coasted in fourth, 
led by Montgomery and Watson of 
Brockton and Wood of Lowell. The 
rise of a new sprinter was signalled 
in the novice 100-yard dash, won by 
football center Don Forte in 10.8, less 
than a stride slower than the varsity 
sprint. The younger Forte beat Crom- 
well of Brockton and McCarthy of 
Lowell. Still another century was 
the dash for junior high sprinters, 
which went to Don Ashley of Warren 
in 11,2s, with Fisher, Warren, second, 
and Hurley of Weeks third. 

Sweep in High Jump 

Newton was tied with Brockton at 
28-all after Muther. McKinnon, Ross 
and Allen had nosed out the Brockton 
half-mile relay. The time was lm. 
34.9s, and Lou Montgomery very near- 
ly caught Jerry Allen at the tape. 
First three high jumpers were all New- 
tonians. Mark Messier. Bill Pescoso- 
lido and John Callahan all clearing 
5 ft. 7 in. and Lee Shackford got into 
the eight-way tie for fourth, giving the 
host team 10 1-8 points ih this event 
and sewing up the meet. 

Basil Babcock placed fourth in the 
record half-mile, trailing Creighton of 
Brockton, and Bill Pescosolido placed 
second to Montgomery in tlie broad 
jump at 20 ft. 8 in. In the other 
novice events, Arthur Hughes picked 
up a point for Newton by winning the 
440 in 56.0s. while the 220 went to 
Howard Caldwell of Brockton in 24.9.

A match is 
scheduled between two high-poYvered 
outfits when the Newton High alumni 
meets the varsity team on the high 
school courts tomorrow, and unless 
miracles have been wrought overnight, 
the self-respecting players on both 
sides had better take fheir matches to 
some other part of. the city, perhaps 
to Burr Playground in Newton or to 
the Newton Centre Playground courts. 

It is unthinkable that Newton High, 
with a state championship to defend 
in tennis, its teams undefeated by 
any high school in the last five years, 
should have to use courts as sadly 
neglected as its own. Unless gallons 
of water soak through the parched 
courts in the next few days, the state 
interscholastic tennis tournament, 
sponsored by Newton and Winchester, 
will have its important late rounds 
played on soft sand. That tournar 
ment, by the way. is being held next 
Saturday, a week from tomorrow.

Council Active 


A meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of tho Newton Chapter, Massa- 
chusetts Safety Council was held at 
Newton City Hall on Tuesday night. 
General Daniel Needham, chairman 
of the chapter, presided. Mr. Need- 
ham outlined a program which the 
chapter will sponsor. It will deal 
with educational, engineering and en- 
forcement phases of traffic. Through 
tho activity of General Needham, and 
with the approval of the executive 
committee, a traffic survey has been 
started in Newton. It will be an 
analysis of all traffic accidents which 
have occurred in Newton from Jan- 
uary 1, 1935 to date and will be con-

It will be spon- 
sored by the State Department of 
Public Safety. The executive com- 
mittee also voted to approve of a sur- 
vey of educational work on traffic be- 
ing conducted in Newton schools. 
Raymond Greene, acting principal of 
Newton High School, and a member 
of the executive committee of the 
Newton Chapter of the Safety Coun- 
cil, will have charge of this survey. 

It was voted to enlist the service 
of the more than 50 members of New- 
ton Chapter in various studies of traf- 
fic problems in Newton, and move- 
ments to make Newton streets safer. 
Committees will bo appointed and 
chairmen designated. A meeting of 
the chapter will be held at City Hall 
on Thursday evening, June 3.

Object to Proposed 
Street Plans 


A hearing was held before the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
on the petition of Louis Levin of 294 
Washington st., Boston, for the laying 
out, improving and acceptance of Eve- 
lyn and Paulson rds. which are off 
Beacon st. west of the Newton Ceme- 
tery. Louis Green of 27 State st., 
Boston, speaking as attorney for Levin, 
told the Aldermen that 18 new houses 
have been recently built on the 
streets in question, and that if these 
streets will be Improved and accept- 
ed by the city, thirteen more new 
houses, valued at about $200,000 will 
he erected. 

Thomas L. Ryan of 246 Walnut st.. 
Newtonville. .speaking for Mrs. Hannah 
King. 1317 Beacon st.. and Mrs. Julia 
McGrath. 1.325 Beacon st., objected to 
the petition. He said there has been 
a real estate racket on the develop- 
ment. with many foreclosures of mort- 
gages. He asked why the petitioners 
do not develop the streets in accord- 
ance with city speciAcations. as have 
other real estate promoters in this 
city, and then ask the city to accept 
them, instead of trying to have others 
pay for such improvements. Ryan 
said the proposed plan would take a 
15 foot strip off Mrs. McGrath’s prop- 
erty and greatly reduce Its value. He 
asked why the petitioner did not plan 
the Improved street so that the land 
taken for widening will be taken from 
his property Instead of Mrs. Mc- 
Grath's? He called attention to the fact 
that the King family has been paying 
taxes to Newton on their property for 
85 years. 

Warren Ames of 69 Evelyn rd ob- 
jected to the petition. He said it 
would compel him to pay excess bet- 
terments. He favors Evelyn rd. re- 
maining a dead end street to protect 
many small children living on the 
street from Increased traffic which 
will result If the road is made 
through street. 


Police Lose On 

Day Off In Six 

The Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night decided that it has no authority 
to take action on the petition of the 
Newton police for one day off in six. 
The police now receive one day off in 
eight. The Claims and Rules Commit- 
tee reported that the matter is an ex- 
ecutive function and the Aldermen 
cannot act on it. This report was 
based on the advice of City Solicitor 
Bartlett. Alderman Walker, speak- 
ing for the majority of the commit- 
tee explained that the citizens of the 
city in 1920 had accepted the act giv- 
ing the policemen one day off in each 
eight days. Alderman Cronin made a 
minority report. He made a long ar- 
gument in an effort to show that the 
ruling of the City Solicitor is wrong. 
He contended that the Board of Al- 
dermen has the power to determine 
the number of days or hours police 
may he on duty. He agreed that the 
Chief of Police can determine the 
working schedules of his force, but 
admonished the Board for “passing 
the buck.” 


City Won’t Pay Aldermen Refuse 
For Fire Damage State’s $ 1 00,000 


Over in European countries own- 
ers or occupants of buildings where 
Ares occur, must pay damages unless 
they can prove they were in no way 
responsible for the Are because of 
carelessness or defects in the struc- 
ture burned. Benjamin Monaghan re- 
versed this procedure by asking dam- 
ages from the City of Newton because 
of alleged responsibility on the city’s 
part for Are damage at his home. 3 
Auburn st., West Newton. A couple 
of months ago a Are occurred at Mon- 
aghen’s residence. He claimed the 
Are did more damage than it should 
have done because of an alleged de- 
fect In a Are alarm box. which de- 
layed the sending of the alarm, and 
because a defective hydrant delayed 
the Aremen In getting water on the 
flames. 

Monday night the Board of Aider- 
men voted to refuse Monaghan’s claim. 
Alderman Dawson, chairman of the 
Claims committee, reported that Mon- 
aghan had been given a hearing, and 
the committee decided there had been 
no neglect on the part of the city. Al- 
derman Bowen inquired if the city 
could legally be held liable for dam- 
age resulting from Are. He was told 
that City Solicitor Bartlett had ruled 
that the city cannot be held liable.

Lottery Promoters 

Newton police on Tuesday arrested 
three men for promoting lottery and 
horse race betting in this city. Spe- 
cial Officer Hammell at 11:30 Tues- 
day morning arrested Melvin Winters, 
26. of Islington st.. Allston on Union 
st.. Newton Centre. Hammell found 
alleged lottery slips in Winters’ pos- 
session. Winters was arraigned in 
the Newton court on Wednesday and 
his case continued until May 22. Win- 
ters was fined $125 in the Waltham 
court on February 16 for selling lot- 
tery tickets in that city. 

About 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon 
Officer Hammell, assisted by Captain 
Goode and Inspector Crowley, ar- 
rested Thomas Delflno. 56. of 1607 
Commonwealth ave.. Brighton and 
John Rossi. 27. of Elm st.. Somerville. 
They were arrested on Watertown st.. 
Nonantum. In court yesterday Judge 
Weston fined each $50 and gave them 
3 months sentences to Middlesex coun- 
ty prison. The judge offered to sus- 
pend the sentences if the defendants 
paid their fines. They took appeals. 
Inspector Goode told the judge that 
Delflno had been warned to keep out 
of Newton. 


A grant of $100,000 from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts to tho 
City of Newton for the purpose of 
extending Hammond Pond Parkway 
from Its present terminus at Beacon 
st. near Hobart rd. to Commonwealth 
ave., will become void on June 7 as 
a result of a vote taken by the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night. The grant was made by the 
State several years ago, and was re- 
newed a couple of years ago. The 
parkway was originally planned to ex- 
tend along Hobart rd. but opposition 
from residents of Hobart rd. caused 
the parkway not to be constructed 
along that route. An alternative plan, 
proposed a few years ago, was to ex- 
tend the parkway via Chesley rd. and 
Willow st. This plan also met with 
vigorous opposition. 

The Finance Committee of the Al- 
dermen reported on Monday night 
that no further action is necessary 
on the matter of the $100,000 grant. 
The Board accepted the report. And 
so — the $100,000 will revert back to 
the State on June 7.

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THE PEOPLE WILL DECIDE 

This week the Massachusetts Legislature decided that the 
voters of the Commonwealth should determine the question of 
biennial sessions of that body on a referendum vote next year. 
There has been much criticism of the Legislature for the par- 
liamentary tactics that have been used to delay the determina- 
tion of this question. It is clearly evident that although a sub-j 
stantial majority of the members of the House and Senate feel 
that the question should go to the people, a large majority 
are opposed to the adoption of that method of conducting our 
state affairs. For some years there has been considerable 
agitation for biennial sessions but already there is a more or less 
convincing trend toward a feeling in favor of the continuation 
of annual sessions. During the next fifteen months the public 
will have every opportunity to inform themselves upon both 
sides of the matter and reach a decision. 


LIFE INSURANCE WEEK 


At the present time Life Insurance Week is being observed 
with press reports, convention meetings, and other related mat- 
ters focusing public attention upon this vital economic benefit. 
Massachusetts, eighth in population, ranks fifth in life insur- 
ance payments to policyholders and beneficiaries, with more 
than one hundred and forty-one millions of dollars paid in 
1936. In the United States and Canada such payments totaled 
nearly three billions of dollars. If figures such as these could 
be broken down into individual communities it would most cer- 
tainly indicate that Newton would rank high in such a list. Life 
insurance money is being paid to people in all walks of life. It 
aims for economic security, is a great stabilizing factor in main- 
taining our democracy, and it has played a most important 
part in assuming a goodly share of the burden of public wel- 
fare during the depression years. If every person could and 
would make some provision for his family or himself in the 
event of death, old age, and disability, there would be little 
need for government financed aid.

It is one of the worst 
waters we ever examined, not only 
undesirable, but dangerous to use! 

“Perhaps If our city fathers had a 
similar experience, they would take 
prompt and decisive action to intro- 
duce pure water into this city ns soon 
as possible. Could an analysis of all 


In another column we print a let- 
ter from Fisher Ames, chairman of the 
School Committee in which he says 
that tho committee has never made 
any criticism or objection in regard 
to secret societies in the High School. 
The school board is too well informed 
upon school matters to raise any such 
baseless objection. Nevertheless, re- 
ports of tho existence of such societies 
In the school, magnified and enlarged, 
were common topics, and the school 
board and the teachers were severely 
criticised for allowing them to exist. 
A little investigation showed there 
were no such societies and tho only 
wonder Is how the rumors could have 
gained such wide currency. 

What Mr. Ames has to say about the 
injury done by so many social clubs 
and outside amusements, will be en- 
dorsed by every parent. Scholars can- 
not spend their evenings in social or 
other amusements nnd do justice to 
their studies. Few parents, unfortu- 
nately, have the firmness to keep their 
children from outside amusements 
while attending school, and the con- 
sequence is that many pupils either 
fall In their studies or their health 
gives way under the double burden. 
Every high school teacher has to fight 
against this evil and will as long as 
tho foolish American custom of al- 
lowing school boys and girls to take 
part in general society prevails. While 
in school pupils have no business with 
late hours, dancing parties, the thea- 
tre. and the hundred and one things 
in which they are now allowed to in- 
dulge. A great deal is said about over 
studying, but for every pupil injured 
that way, there are a hundred In- 
jured by outside amusements. Ham- 
pered as they are by injudicious In- 
dulgence of parents, it is surprising 
our schools can show as good results 
as they do.

Another episode in the much mud- 
dled Hammond Pond parkway route 
was enacted by the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night when that body 
voted to refuse a grant of $100,000 
from the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts for the extension of Ham- 
mond Pond Parkway from its present 
terminus at Beacon st. to Common- 
wealth ave. Some yearH ago the 
State appropriated a large sum of 
money to continue the West Roxbury 
parkway from the junction of La- 
grange and Newton sts. in Brookline 
toward Boylston at., and thence by 
Hammond Pond to Beacon st. The 
parkway had been planned many years 
ago by the Metropolitan Planning 
Board and the plnns had the approval 
of the Newton Planning Board and 
the City Engineer of Newton. The 
parkway w’ns to skirt the shore of 
Hammond Pond and reach Beacon 
st. at Hobart rd. It was then to fol- 
low' Hobart rd. to Commonwealth 
ave. While the parkway was being 
constructed between Lagrange st. and 
Boylston st., a few influential Chest- 
nut Hill residents decided they did 
not want it so near to their estates, 
although it would have been more 
than a quarter mile distant. So they 
petitioned for a new route which took 
the parkway over steep grades and 
necessitated two had curves. They ob- 
tained the support of the then Mayor 
and the latter influenced tho then 
Board of Aldermen to reverse a vote 
taken a few' days previous, and au- 
thorize the construction of the park- 
way over its present, impractical 
route: a route which w r as consider- 
ably more expensive and longer. 

The cost of constructing the park- 
way, particularly the section East of 
Boylston st., had been less than esti- 
mated, thanks to depression wages, 
and a balance of $100,000 remained, 
which the State offered to Newton 
for the extension between Beacon st. 
and Commonwealth ave. Residents 
of Hobart rd. objected to the park- 
way being extended, as had been 
planned for years, over that street. 
They were aided in their objections 
by some persons who w’ere interested 
in real estate along Willow st., and 
who made a strong fight to have the 
parkway routed in tho direction of 
Glen ave.. Chesley rd. and Willow st. 
Tho result was that neither route was 
chosen, and the parkway extension to 
Commonwealth ave. was not con- 
structed. To prevent the City of New- 


ton from losing Us $100,000 grant for 
tho extension, the Board of Aldermen 
a couple of years ago, authorized tho 
City Solicitor to petition the Legis- 
lature to extend tho time of tho 
grant. The extension of the $100,- 
000 grant will expire early next 
month. By tho action of the Aider- 
men on Monday night, the city for- 
feits this large grant from the Com- 
monwealth. 

During the past few years some or 
the Hobart rd. residents, who protest- 
ed against tho parkway being routed 
along that street, have sold their 
properties. Other properties on the 
street are for sale. Such changes in 
ownership have been common all over 
the city, as in other cities. There has 
been talk that owners of properties 
on one street in the section are con- 
sidering asking that, their street be 
improved under the General Law. at 
the expense of other taxpayers; a pe- 
tition that would and should meet with 
vigorous opposition. 

It is true that there has not been 
heavy traffic over the Hammond Pond 
Parkway. The route between Boylston 
st. is so circuitous and hazardous be- 
cause of its curves and grades, that 
autoists avoid it. But, with the great 
increase in population which is sure 
to occur in future years, in those 
parts of Brookline and Newton, in 
ureas near this parkway, traffic on it 
will increase largely. This traffic will 
be dumped onto Beacon st. and will 
add to the traffic congestion on that 
street and at Newton Centre business 
section. Or. much of the traffic from 
the parkway will proceed over Ho- 
bart rd. toward Commonwealth ave. 
Because the sign which was placed 
at the corner of Beacon st. and Ho- 
hart rd. a couple of years ago. stat- 
ing thr,t the road is not a through 
way, will eventually have to be re- 
moved. It is neither ethical nor dig- 
nified for the city to lie a party to such 
deception. The action of the Aider- 
men in turning down the $100,000 
grant on Monday night means that at 
some future time taxpayers of New- 
ton must pay for a road which will 
route the traffic of Hammond Pond 
Parkway away from Newton Centre 
Square. 


In former years the Senate was con- 
sidered the conservative branch of the 
Massachusetts Legislature. It was re- 
garded ns a safeguarding check on 
the House of Representatives. Its 
members, as a rule, were men of more 
legislative experience than the mem- 
bers of the House, and were supposed 
to he men of proven ability. But. 
the Massachusetts State Senate this 
year has widely diverted from its past 
traditions. On important hills it has 
frequently reconsidered its vote and 
changed front. The shrewd politi- 
cians in the State Senate may think 
themselves so clever and the people 
so dumb, that they can keep on pull- 
ing the for and “agin” stuff without 
the electorate becoming wise to their 
machinations. May we suggest to the 
hardy perennials in the State Senate 
that aphorism of Abe Lincoln’s which 
contained the bit of wisdom that while 
you can fool all of the people some 
of the time, nnd some of the people 
all of the time, you can’t fool nil 
the people all of the time.

Building Specification Aids 


m 



The purpose of this column is to 
present general specifications for 
building and modernizing. Readers 
might like to save this series for fu- 
ture reference. 

Windows and Doors 

All outside doors and window frames 
except where steel sash are speci- 
fied shall lie made of best quality, 
sound, well seasoned white pine 
stock, free from knots, shakes, etc., 
to be primed with one coat of lead 
and oil paint, except pulley stiles 
which shnll have one coat of linseed 
oil before leaving mill. All window 
frames shall lie for double hung or 
hinged sash as shown oti plans. 
Frames for double hung windows shall 
he full box frames for brick work as 
per full size details. The pulley stiles 
shall be coped into the sills and 
crooved tor hard pine parting beads. 
They shall have weight pockets, with 
cut out pnnel fastened in with screws. 
Pulleys shall be round and bronze 
face with steel axle. 

Sash for exterior windows shall be 
of clear white pine and shall have 
moulded nuntlns as shown. Sash to 
be 1 3-4 inches thick and to have 
heavy meeting rail coped and Upped. 
All double hung sash to be provided 
with round iron weights free from im- 
perfections and of proper weight to 
easily operate windows. All windows 
to he hung with Samson’s best “Spot” 
cord of size required for respective 
windows. 

After all door and window frames 
have been built into the masonry the 
stnff beads shall be removed by the 
carpenter to allow the caulking to be 
done by the mason after which they 
shall he replaced and all nails set. 
Caulking compound shall he as ap- 
proved. 

All exterior ancl interior doors are 
to he as per detail except where stock 
doors are called for on plans. Sizes 
and thickness of doors are to be as 
shown on plans. Exterior doors are 
to he solid, clean white pine, air-dried 
stock to be painted with lead and oil 
prime coat as directed. All jjlass 
pnnel doors to have glass put in 
with wood beads. Interior doors to 
he veneered with wood to match fin- 
ish of rooms as indicated. Doors to 
be of best quality. Stock doors to 
be first grade fir of sizes and thick- 
ness indicated. All interior glass 
doors to have wood beads.

Planting Hints — No. 9 
GLADIOLI 


Every garden lover has a particu- 
lar spot that brings him much joy. 
The Gladioli with Its variety of color 
ami long blooming season finds itself 
a welcomed guest In most every home. 
“Glads." like most plants, respond best 
to a good loam soil with plenty of 
nourishment. If you feed these plants 
you will be amply repaid in blossoms. 

Bulbs should be planted four inch- 
es deep in heavy soil and five to six 
Inches deep in lighter soil. Thorough- 
ly pulverize the soil, working in well- 
rotted stable manure. A little fertili- 
zer or bone-meal is also helpful. To 
secure a succession of bloom, you 
should plant a new lot of bulbs every 
ten days up to the last of June. 

In fall, when stems have turned 
brown, dig bulbs and store away in a 
cool place for six weeks, after which 
tops should be cut off and the bulbs 
stored in a cool place, away from 
frost or drying heat, until spring. 


Wall Finish of the Ages 

The rough-textured finishes of the 
Early English period date to a time 
before Gothic architecture had fully 
developed in England. Finishes of 
this period are found in cottages, man- 
sions and castles built under the feu- 
dal system. Under that system the 
building workers had not ns yet band* 
ed together in guilds for the Improve- 
ment of their craft. In consequence, 
their tools and materials were rather 
rude and out of the primitive sim- 
plicity of their efforts came some of 
the most beautiful wall and ceiling 
finishes that serve as a pattern for 
decorators today. 

The marks of the tools they used in 
their attempts to effect a smooth sur- 
face show very plainly in these Early 
English walls and ceilings. Both the 
texture and the prevailing tones of 
buffs and greys, make a fitting har- 
mony with the half-timber construc- 
tion of the period and the entire wall 
and ceiling treatment is the correct 
and tasteful background for heavy 
oak furniture, tapestries and beamed 
ceilings. 

Architects and decorators recognize 
tlie great vogue there is today for 
Early English type houses of practi- 
cally all sizes, but perhaps especially 
of medium size and situated in subur- 
ban surroundings. For the decoration 
of walls and ceilings of these resi- 
dences and similarly placed structures 
improved texture products provide the 
Ideal material.

I have noticed in the building of 
a nice house they have laid the 
under floor boards diagonally. Can 
you tell me if there is any advan- 
tage in this? 

Laying an under floor diagonally 
not only makes a stronger floor 
but also a better finished floor. It 
costs a very little more but build- 
ers won’t generally lay it this way 
unless specified. The under floor 
of a good house or building should 
always be laid diagonally. 

In rerooftng a house with slate 
do you think the present framing 
would be strong enough and what 
size slate would you suggest? 

If the house is old the chances 
are the roof was only framed for 
shingles but it would not cost much 
to stiffen the rafters. As for the 
size of slate this would depend 
upon the style and size of house. 
It would he best to have your arch- 
itect look it over as he can give this 
information and also suggest the 
color of slate, etc. It will pay to 
have a reliable roofer do the work. 
The flashings, paper and nails are 
as important as the slate and there 
are different ways a roofing job can 
be cheapened. 

Can you give me some advice 
how brick work should be laid to 
assure a good job? 

Brickwork or any other ninsonry 
requires proper mortar, good flash- 
ings and waterproofing to keep it 
tight, ('hanging weather conditions 
are hard on a building and it is im- 
portant that the walls are filled in 
solid. Oftentimes you have to 
caution masons about this because 
they neglect to fill in the holes in- 
side the wall. It saves them money. 
Any place where there is cast stone 
trim or capping he sure there is 
continuous copper flashing under 
it. In some instances this should 
he lead coated so as not to discolor 
the face of wall. The jointing of 
masonry should be done with an 
approved waterproofed mortar and 
the whole surface treated with a 
colorless waterproof coating. Two 
coats should he applied for host re- 
sults. This work should he done 
by a reliable waterproofing com- 
pany. Protecting a building from 
deterioration is an expert’s job.

It was Dr. Penny who gave the 
Welcome In a splendid address on the 
opening night of the Council Meeting 
In the Akdar Theatre, the formal open- 
ing of sessions being at 8:15 p. m., 
after a most Interesting day of busi- 
ness and social activities. 

Not the least thrilling of the mem- 
ories of the president of the General 
Federation will he the entry of Rob- 
erta Campbell Lawson, riding gaily 
Into the ring at the real western ro- 
deo on a high-stepping charger. See- 
ing her, with her black riding habit 
and “ten gallon” white felt hat, 
brought the assembled clubwomen to 
their feet In delight and amazement— 
for this feature was kept a profound 
secret. Verily she was a stunning spec- 
tacle! 

And why should not this amazing 
woman — grand-daughter of the last 
chief of the Delaware Indians— be 
ablo to ride a charger In skilled horse- 
manship? 

To hear those who witnessed this 
spectacle describe this event is to 
catch the thrill. For they declare 
that never had there been such a 
rodeo. That it made northern so- 
called rodeos look like mere samples! 
There were all kinds of fancy, breath- 
taking riding: "unbelling” the wild 
cow: a steer wrestling contest, las- 
soing the steer and throwing him. to 
tie his feet in the quickest time: Ray 
Ramsey and his educated white 
horse appearing in a pantomime of 
horse and rider dying of thirst on 
the desert : the cowboys’ "wild Bramo 
bull”, and a score of unusual events 
that held spectators spellbound. 

The novelty of the barbecue will 
probably never be forgotten by the 
visiting clubwomen, for surely there 
has never been such a program staged 
for a General Federation playtime day 
(Friday.

Here, too, is the pewter set 
owned by Rev. Journeycake, and 
brought by him when he migrated 
from Kansas and bought tho tribal 
rights from the Cherokees of Okla- 
homa. Here. too. are more recent ac- 
quisitions from tin- newly-opened 
Spiro Mound. Each afternoon club- 
women gathered at this Open House. 

It is a far cry, indeed, to the Lunch- 
eon given at tho Southern Hills Coun- 
try Club, by Edward Campbell Law- 
son. son of the General Federation 
president, and Mrs. Lawson, in honor 
of his mother, to the national officers; 
to tlie Reception in the Crystal Ball- 
room of the Mayo Hotel, and the din- 
ner Monday evening, following this, 
lor officers, directors and distinguished 
guests, from the simple days of these 
Indian ancestors! It is a far cry to tho 
highest club office in the luud. and all

For The Blind 

Newton will share for the second 
time in the yearly state-wide move- 
ment to Help The Blind To Help 
Themselves when a sale sponsored 
by the Newton Federation of Women's 
Clubs, with tho Women's Organiza- 
tions of the Churches of the city co- 
operating. will bo held on May 25tb, 
26th, and 27th, at tho Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club House, each of these 
days from 10 a. m. to 5 p. m. 

Tho committee directly in charge 
of tho sale consists of Mrs. Edgar P. 
Hay, president of the Newton Fed- 
eration, as director; assisted by Mrs. 
J. Earle Parker, as codirector. The 
General chairman is Mrs. Anton A. 
Wild, with Mrs. Leroy P. Guion. vice- 
chairman; Miss Elizabeth P Bartlett, 
treasurer: Mrs. Ernest F. Drew, sec- 
retary; and Mrs. Robert S. Bowen. 
Publicity. 

Tho articles offered for sale will 
he useful, attractive, and of excellent 
workmanship; will range In price 
from 15 rents upward; and will In- 
clude towels, aprons, holders, brooms, 
door-mats, many other household sup- 
plies, knitted and crocheted goods, 
hand-weavings, basketry, pewter and 
copper ware, and leather work, even 
including moccasins. There will be 
not only the tables displaying goods 
for sale, there will be interesting at- 
tractions. such as The Talking Books. 
Games for the Blind, The Readers’ 
Digest, in Braille, a loom and a spin- 
ning wheel in operation, a Seeing-Eve. 
etc. 

Most of the articles are made by 
those -who have lost sight in adult 
life, and who wish to maintain their 
independence and pride by support- 
ing themselves in so far as possible. 
After being taught by teachers of the 
blind in their homes, the producers 
are in a position to earn, and then 
are able to increase their incomes. 
If their handiwork can be marketed 
successfully, they are capable of earn- 
ing from two to three dollars a day. 
Through this method of selling, one 
producer not only earned about $960.00 
lost year, but his morale has bpcome 
changed from discouragement to hope 
and happiness. The whole amount 
marked on the price tag goes to the 
maker, except in a few cases where 
because material was furnished, the 
cost of this had to be deducted. 

It is stated that in Massachusetts 
there are 4,600 blind and of these 
Newton’s number is fifty-two. As a 
result of these sales, the relief for- 
merly rendered has been materially 
reduced. 

The following chairmen are work- 
ing enthusiastically for the success 
of the sale, one of the many being 
established in communities as yearly 
or bl-yearly events. Besides the Gen- 
eral committee already named. Mrs 
Leroy P. Guion. will be in charge

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Newtonville Mill 
Workers Strike 
And Join CIO 


Employees At Security Mills 
Organize Union 

Last Thursday men and women em- 
ployed at the Security Mills. Munroe 
st., Newtonville, went out on strike 
and sent a request to the CIO head- 
quarters at Boston for an organizer. 
The strikers paraded to Newton Cor- 
ner and obtained temporary headquar- 
ters In tho Nonantum Building. The 
Security Mills have been In operation 
for 16 years at Newtonville and manu- 
facture knitted cloth for garments and 
clothing. The mill has been operating 
steadily even through the depression 
years. About 80 employees went out 
on Thursday and later others joined 
the strike, until the strikers now claim 
that they have 125 out. including all 
of the regular ’employees In the mill, 
apart from the supervisory employees. 
Some of the strikers when they first 
went out stated that the trouble was 
precipitated by the introduction of 
“efficiency experts" who were spying 
on the workers. They also were dis- 
satisfied with wages und working con- 
ditions. 

On Friday Louis Yadeno of Arling- 
ton, a CIO organizer at the Boston 
headquarters, was assigned to assist 
the strikers. A conference was held 
at Boston with Phillip Rubenstein, 
treasurer of the company. The strik- 
ers demanded pay increases ranging 
to 25 per cent for lowest paid workers, 
and tho other increases to be arbi- 
trated. They ask for a 40-hour week 
with extra pay for overtime, and bet- 
ter working conditions. They also de- 
mand recognition of their CIO affiliate 
union. The strikers say that wages 
at the mill have been $14 to $18 weekly 
for employees in the dye house, $25 
to $35 on piece work for skilled knit- 
ters, $14 to $22 for workers in the 
finishing department. $14 to $18 week- 
ly for girls on winding machines, $17 
to $20 weekly for girls working as 
menders. Most of the employees are 
men. The strikers claim that they 
have worked overtime, as much as 60 
hours and more weekly, for only the 
regular rate of pay. 

A second conference between the 
strikers and the mill management on 
Saturday brought no settlement of the

Appropriate $2500

Highlands Residents 
Want More Safety 
On Worcester Pike 

Large Delegation At City Hall 
Hearing 

A large delegation of Newton High- 
lands residents were at City Hall on 
Monday night to attend a hearing 
held by the Street Traffic Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen. The hear- 
ing was held following the special 
meeting of the Board and a number 
of the Aldermen waited to listen to 
the discussion at the hearing. Chair- 
man Paul Goddard o; tho Traffic Com- 
mittee presided and Alderman McKay 
of Ward 6 explained that those who 
bad come to the hearing are residents 
in the vicinity of Boylston st. and 
Woodcliff rd. Mr. McKay said that 
numerous automobile accidents Have 
occurred the past couple of years at 
the intersection of these two streets, 
the latest on the evening of May 20th. 
McKay stated that residents of the 
neighborhood, after viewing a wrecked 
automobile and blood-covered young 
girls on that night, had called on him 
and demanded that something be done 
to lessen the hazards to traffic on the 
turnpike. 

Various persons residing in the vi- 
cinity of Woodcliff rd. spok- but did 
not Identify themselves by giving their 
names or addresses. The first speak- 
er urged that there be motorcycles 
on the turnpike at all times to regu- 
late speed on that highway. He said 
money would he woll spent to assign 
two more motorcycle officers to the 
turnpike. Henry S. Cummings of Oak 
Hill said he had sat at the corner 
of the pike and Woodcliff rd. on Mon- 
day evening from 6:15 until 6:30 and 
in that period two cars ignored the 
traffic signal there by going by the 
red lights. He said a hedge at the 
corner of the two highways obstructs 
view of cars on Woodcliff rd., and 
should be removed. He suggested 
that the time of the red light interval 
be extended to give more opportunity 
for cars to come out of Woodcliff rd, 

Russell Burkhard of 1376 Walnut st., 
Newton Highlands said that besides 
the problem of vehicular traffic, there 
Is the problem of safety for pedes- 
trians who must cross the turnpike. 
He said it is particularly dangerous to 
the many small children who must 
cross it on their way to and from 
school. Alderman Floyd informed 
those present that because of the 
large Increase in fatal automobile ac- 
cidents In Newton last year, a spe- 
cial committee was appointed by the 
Board of Aldermen early this year, 
and that this committee recommend- 
ed. among other things, the addition 
of 2 additional motorcycle officers to 
the police force, and the equipping 
of tho motorcycles with sidecars and 
windshields so they can be operated 
in all kinds of weather. 

Chief of Police Hughes read a list 
of accidents on the turnpike at Wood- 
cliff rd. and nearby, since the pike 
was opened in 1933. In* 1934 one ac- 
cident occurred, in 1935 none, in 1936 
five, and to date this year, five. Chief 
Hughes said that Judge Bacon had 
ruled 40 miles an hour not excessive 
on the turnpike. He said that so far 
tills year 501 persons had been sum- 
moned into the Newton eourt for traf- 
fic violations, and 100 more cases are 
pending. Patrolman George Kilmain 
told the gathering that every automo- 
bile operator who was responsible for 
an accident on the turnpike at Wood- 
cliff rd., had been prosecuted by New- 
ton polico and convicted. Kilmain 
said tho police have been on the job, 
in connection with accidents at Wood- 
cliff rd. 

Edgar F. Copell, traffic engineer of 
the State Dept, of Public Works, was 
present by request. Mr. Copell was 
frank and did not give much solace 
to the gathering. He said the turn- 
pike Is a high speed through traffic 
artery which is also being used as a 
suburban highway, and this combina- 
tion is not practical. Ho said that 
20,000 cars have traveled over this 
section of the pike In 16 hours, nnd 
regardless of how many policemen pa- 
trol it, It will be a problem to con- 
trol traffic on It. He agreed to ex- 
perimentally Increase tho time of the 
stop light at the intersection. He

Newton K. of C. 

Sends Protest 


Newton Council, Knights of Colum- 
bus, in common with other units of 
that organization, has sent a protest 
against the proposed plan to bring sev- 
eral thousands of Basque refugee chil- 
dren to this country. The following 
telegram was sent on Monday to Sena- 
tors Lodge and Walsh and Representa- 
tive Luce by Francis Frazier. Grand 
Knight : 

“Newton Council, No. 167. Knights 
of Columbus, vigorously condemns the 
proposed waiving of immigration laws 
allowing Basque children to enter the 
United States without their parents. 

“We consider this a brutal attempt 
to gain partisan publicity at the ex- 
pense of Innocent children who can be 
adequately cared for in Europe.” 

The following day a telegram in re- 
ply was received from Senator Lodge. 
It read as follows: 

“Your telegram received. While I 
have the deepest sympathy for the 
Basque children, I do not believe it is 
in (heir best Interest to separate them 
from family and home. Will do every- 
thing I can. Am expressing my oppo- 
sition to State Labor Departments."

Wogan Elected To 
Succeed Butts On 
School Committee 

Aldermen and School Comm. 
Select Ward 7 Resident 

Joseph F. Wogan of 394 Kenrick sL, 
Newton, was elected on Monday night 
to succeed F. Marsena Butts as School 
Committee member from Ward 7. Mr. 
Wogan was chosen unanimously by 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
and the School Committee, assembled 
in Joint convention at City Hall. All 
of the members of the Board of Al- 
dermen were present except Aider- 
men Hutchinson and Inches. The 
only member of the School Commit- 
tee absent was Bryant of Ward 2. 

The convention was called to order 
at 7:4S by President Floyd of the 
Aldermen. Aldermen Rawson of Ward 
7 placed the name of Mr. Wogan in 
nomination. He said that Mr. Wogan 
was born in Boston in 1835, graduated 
from Boston Latin School, attended 
Bowdoin College, is married, has two 
children and is assistant general man- 
ager of the United Shoe Machinery 
Company. Mr. Rawson said that Mr. 
Wogan has resided in Newton for 15 
years and is a member of Presenta- 
tion Parish. Rawson lauded the nom- 
inee as a man who has been associ- 
ated with about every good cause In 
this community, and who has given 
freely of his substance and efforts, es- 
pecially to the Community Chest. 
Rawson stated that there are some 
who seek office, and others who, be- 
cause of their ability are called to 
serve In public office. He said that 
men of the latter type are particu- 
larly valuable, and that Wogan is a 
man of this type. Alderman Colby cf 
Ward 7 seconded Mr. Wogan's nomi- 
nation.

62 YEARS AGO 


Newton Republican, June 5, 1875 
Why don't the city government offer 
a reward for the incendiaries who 
seem so plenty about town? The re- 
cent incendinry fires cnll for prompt 
action. 


The new history of Newton being 
written by Rev. S. F. Smith is nearly 
complete. It will closo with tho in- 
auguration of the city government. Wo 
understand that efforts are making to 
have it published ns a subscription 
hook. This would save a largo ap- 
propriation by the city government. 


There is considerable dissatisfac- 
tion in Newtonville over the concrete 
sidewalks laid last year. Many of 
them are quite soft now, and in some 
places the tar gets tracked into houses 
and on the enrpets. We hope the 
Highway Committee will be more care- 
ful in having the walks laid this year. 


Work has commenced on building 
the Catholic Church at Newton. The 
congregation has been using tho base- 
ment during the winter, but sufficient 
funds have been secured from the fair 
and other sources to warrant further 
prosecution of the work. 


At the meeting of the Common Coun- 
cil on Monday evening the order pro- 
viding for the redivision of wards, 
with the increase of one, was fully 
discussed. Councilman Carpenter 
thought there had been some sharp 
practice in this matter. A few weeks 
ago an order was passed giving the 
Mayor authority to petition the Leg- 
islature for authority to divide tho city 
into 7 Wards, but he understood it 
was to bo optional whether the city 
did it. or not. The act as passed, 
makes it obligatory. Mr. Carpenter 
didn't think the City Council gave the 
Mayor such authority. The city is 
still in its infancy. If anyone is dis- 
satisfied with Ward lines we have au- 
thority to have them readjusted. New- 
ton lias always been the victim of lo- 
cal jealousies because It lias no com- 
mon centre. It will not bo equal to 
have four wards on one side and three 
on the other. Wards 4 and 5 are 
growing faster than Wards 1 and 2 
and if the new circuit railroad will be 
built, they will grow more rapidly. 
Councilman Towno thought the mat- 
ter of 7 wards should not come up 
until after the annexation of parts of 
Watertown and Brighton to Newton. 
Councilman Weed always thought 
there should have been more wards 
when the city was organized. There 
should be two aldermen and three 
couneilmen from each Ward. The 
people should be fully represented. 

Councilman Crane saw no objec- 
tion to another Ward. The Board of 
Aldermen is too small. The Mayor 
does not have the veto power now, but 
must vote as a member, In case of a 
tie vote. Councilman Pottee saw no 
objection to another Ward. Council- 
man Gilman disclaimed any sharp 
practice; nothing had been done un- 
derhanded. He was working honest- 
ly for what lie thought the city’s best 
interest. Brighton Hill ancl the 
Morse’s Field district of Watertown 
will probably be annexed to Newton 
within a year. (Neither was an- 
nexed. Ed.) Numerous building pro- 
jects in Ward 1 do not look as though 
they have reached full growth. The 
position of the Mayor is beneath the 
dignity of the office. Ho has only a 
common vote on questions before the 
aldermen. He should have the veto 
power. 

President Allen left the chair and 
took the floor; Councilman Farns- 
worth presiding. Mr. Allen said he 
wanted to vote against the order. It 
is no harder to divide $30,000,000 
worth of property by 6 than liy 7. 
There is a natural division of vil- 
lages as the city is now constituted. 
The order was passed by a vote of 7 
to 5.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


Cardinal Mundelein (of Germnn ex- 
traction), obviously touched a soro 
spot when he referred to Adolf Hitler 
as — "An Austrian paperhanger, and a 
poor one nt that.” Apparently "Der 
Fuehrer” dislikes to have reference 
made to his former lowly estate.’ Or 
does he becomo peeved over reflec- 
tions at his ability as an Interior dec- 
orator? Herr Hitler can give it, but 
he can’t take It. He and Ills assist- 
ant Teutonic "big-shots” are acting 
asinine in their repented official pro- 
tests to this and other countries be- 
cause of criticisms made against them 
by individuals who are not Govern- 
ment officials. It proves again the fal- 
lacy of making a dictator out of one 
unaccustomed to authority. 

Wo have always liked the German 
people. In our school days we chose 
to study Gorman instead of French. 
We went into the Rheinland with the 
Army of Occupation after the armis- 
tice. Our experiences with the kind- 
hearted people of that region influ- 
enced us to co-operate in the cam- 
paign, which was started in this coun- 
try a few years nfter the end of the 
World War, to raise money to pro- 
vide food for starving German chil- 
dren. We mention these things to 
show that we are partial to, not prej- 
udiced against tho Germans. 

It ennnot be denied thnt Adolf Hit- 
ler is entitled to appreciation from his 
adopted country for delivering it from 
the shackles with which it was bur- 
dened by the Treaty of Versailles. But, 
Herr Hitler and his Myrmidons have 
been preaching and practicing the pol- 
icy of ruthlessness. A policy they 
had protested against after the World 
War. and which they insisted their 
conquerors had Inflicted on them. The 
Germnns, a dozen and more years ago, 
were pleading for sympathy and as- 
sistance for their children. The pres- 
ent Germnn government, in sending 
airplanes and aviators to bomb and 
machine-gun helpless children and 
women in Guernica and other Basque 
cities and towns, is rapidly prejudic- 
ing against Germany millions of per- 
sons who heretofore have been fav- 
orably disposed toward that country. 
Secretary of State Hull should cease 
sending apologies to Herr Hitler for 
uncomplimentary remarks made about 
that personnge by United States cit- 
izens. Free speech is still permitted 
in this country. 


The # action of residents in the 
neighborhood of Woodeliff rd. and the 
Worcester turnpike in making an or- 
ganized protest against reckless driv- 
ing on the turnpike, and demanding 
better protection, deserves comraen- 
dat ion. n is only through such united 
efforts that the terrible carnage on 
our highways will be materially re- 
duced. Some of the Newton High- 
lands residents who attended the 
hearing at City Hall on Monday night 
urged that a motorcycle officer patrol 
the turnpike at all times. President 
Floyd of tho Board of Aldermen re- 
plied that thnt body several months 
ago took cognizance of the many fa- 
tal accidents which occurred in this 
city the preceding year, and appoint- 
ed a special committee to make a 
study of traffic conditions in Newton. 
He said that the report of that spe- 
cial committee recommended two ad- 
ditional motorcycle patrolmen. 

Without unduly tooting our own 
horn, the Board of Aldermen appoint- 
ed tho special committee after we had 
several times asserted in this column 
that it was the duty of tlu> Mayor and 


tho Aldermen to take some action to 
lessen the rapidly increasing number 
of automobile nccidents and fatalities 
in this city. For several years we had 
advocated tiie restoration of tho po- 
lice motorcycle squad in Newton to 
Its former number— eight men. Chief 
of Police Hughes in his annunl bud- 
get report asked for 15 additional pa- 
trolmen. Mayor Childs cut this num- 
ber to 6. But, the chief assigned to 
tho increased motorcycle squad the 
number we had urged — 8, despite the 
fact thnt only six patrolmen were add- 
ed to the department. Most persons 
in Newton, we believe, will commend 
the chief for assigning eight men to 
this type of traffic duty. 

We also suggested that two of the 
motorcycle officers he assigned to tho 
turnpike, and two to Washington st.. 
so thnt these two principal traffic 
arteries of Newton shall have a motor- 
cycle patrolman on duty during day- 
light hours and up to midnight. The 
turnpike carries a huge amount of 
fast-moving traffic. Washington st. 
also carries a very heavy traffic, and 
also has a heavier pedestrian traffic 
than tho turnpike. Passing, as it does 
through the most thickly settled part 
of this city, with many intersecting 
and side streets, Washington st., as 
well as the pike, needs a constant pa- 
trol. 

But, traffic lights and motorcycle 
patrolmen will not stop speeding and 
reckless driving until the laws are en- 
forced, until “fixing” is stopped by 
citizens who profess to respect law 
and order, until judges, district attor- 
neys and juries cooperate in properly 
punishing autoists who deliberately 
violate traffic laws. It is encouraging 
to observe that most of our Aldermen 
have asserted that they will not as- 
sist in having violations of our trnffle 
laws “fixed.” 


How long the prodigal generosity of 
our Federal, State and local govern- 
ments can continue before tho "bust” 
comes, is a question conceniing many 
who are not included in the vast and 
growing army of public officials, em- 
ployees and recipients of aid from 
public treasuries. Tho Federal Gov- 
ernment plans to retire judges who 
receive big salaries at full pay. Now, 
this State is to retire judges at three- 
quarters of their salaries. And the 
most of us are supposed to he con- 
gratulating ourselves because we shall 
get a small pittance through Social 
Security. Most men who are judges 
used all the influence they could ob- 
tain to get appointed to these jobs. 
They have been well paid, even though 
we are told how much they sacrificed 
by accepting the appointments. And 
the decisions of some of the judges 
appointed in recent years to our high- 
er courts, is converting us from the be- 
lief that judges should have life ten- 
ure, n» the system in vogue in other 
States — the election of judges for lim- 
ited terms. 


Newton is maintaining its reputa- 
tion as the “Garden City." The foli- 
age on its thousands of trees is bril- 
liant. Thousands of residents are 
contributing to the city’s attractive- 
ness by caring for well kept lawns 
and gardens. May we suggest to some 
of our newer residents that it has 
not been typical of Newton to dump 
lawn and garden refuse onto a neigh- 
bor’s property. Those who move to a 
high type community should try to ad- 
just themselves to their improved en- 
vironment.

Building Specification Aids 


PLASTERING 

The work under this section in- 
cludes the plastering, metal lathing, 
corner beads, plaster board and other 
work incidental to plastering for the 
entire building, as shown on the draw- 
ings. All walls and partitions to have 
an approved plaster board applied In 
accordance with makers' specifica- 
tions and all ceilings to he lathed with 
painted expanded metal lath of ap- 
proved make, to be No. 24 gauge and 
to weigh not less than 3.4 lbs. per 
sq. yard. All lath to be well secured 
with good size galvanized staples. 
Basement ceiling to be metal lathed 
also but to have only two coats of 
cement plaster. Furnish and set gal- 
vanized metal corner beads as ap- 
proved around all plaster corners and 
openings. These corner heads are to 
be fastened securely with heavy gal. 
nails or staples and to be set plumb 
and straight in first-class workman- 
like manner. 

Plaster all lathing with two coat 
work on walls, partitions and base- 
ment ceiling. All other plastering on 
metal lath to be three coat work. The 
scratch coat on metal lath is to con- 
sist of one part gypsum plaster and 
not over two parts sand. Same to be 
thoroughly scratched and made ready 
for second coat. The brown coat on 
all loth is to consist of one part gyp- 
sum plaster mixed with not over three 
parts sand. This coat is to be brought 
out to 1-8 inch of grounds and made

Last winter our windows sweat- 
ed a lot and I am wonde ring what 
caused this and if you can suggest 
a remedy. 

The excess moisture in your 
house may be due to your heating 
system. If there is a humidifier 
cut down on the supply of mois- 
ture from this source. In a new 
house sometimes the plastering is 
rushed along too fast before it is 
properly dried out and green plas- 
ter will not only cause window’s to 
sweat but will ruin furniture and 
th* wood finish of the house. It 
would be wise to put on plenty of 
heat for a w’hile without the hu- 
midifier and open window’s instead. 
In buying or building a house an 
owner should see that the plaster- 
ing has thoroughly dried before the 
standing finish is put in place. It 
may cost the builder a little loss 
of time but is for the good of the 
house. % 


I notice some of the new houses 
have the electric meter on the out- 
side. Would it be practical to do 
this with an old house? 

The new typo electric meters for 
installing outdoors are waterproof 
and seem like a very sensible im- 
provement. They not only help the 
meter man in reading the meter 
readily but also a lot more con- 
venient for the housewife. To make 
tills change in an old house will re- 
quire a little extra wiring but ought 
not cost very much. It is one of 
those worth while improvements 
that is appreciated. 


Can you advise me if it would 
be practical to put a combination 
hot and cold water faucet on an old 
kitchen sink? 

It would depend upon the typo of 
sink If of soapstone or slate you 
could have your plumber drill a 
hole through center of hack and fit 
a mixing faucet that will serve the 
purpose The holes where old fau- 
cets an located could he capped 
with metal. A new modern sink 
would not cost very much more 
ami you would he better satisfied 
with both appearance and cleunll- 
uobs. 


used in accordance with manufactur- 
ers instructions. Sand must be clean, 
medium coarse, sharp and dry. Only 
clean w’ater is to be used. The work- 
manship is to be of the best and per- 
formed by skilled workmen and the 
contractor will bo strictly responsible 
for the result. Imperfect work shall 
he removed and replaced. All plas- 
tering to be properly dried out. The 
contractor shall furnish all necessary 
scaffolding, plants, etc., required for 
the execution of this work. At the 
completion of the job after standing 
finish is put on do all necessary patch- 
ing and leave the work satisfactory 
in every respect. Furnish heat for 
drying out if necessary. 


PLANTING HINTS 

Annuals 

In preparing beds for annuals it is 
desirable to renew the beds each fall 
by spading to a depth of 18 inches 
and working in wellrotted barnyard 
manure. In the spring prepare the 
soil by working in a half pound of 
sheep manure to each square foot and 
one pound of bone meal to 20 square 
feet of area. 

Annual seeds may be planted any 
time after danger of frost has passed. 
Sow fine seeds on top of soil. Larger 
seeds should be covered to a depth 
equal to the thickness of the seed. 
Sweet Peas are planted about 2 
inches deep and Zinnias about one 
half inch deep. Press earth down 
firmly and sprinkle beds thoroughly 
with a lino spray. When plants are 
2 to 3 inches, high, thin out to pro- 
vide proper growing space. 

Study should be given to both the 
color scheme and the growing height 
of plants. Color effects can be secured 
in annuals not obtainable in perenni- 
als and therefore they may be used to 
good advantage in rock gardens and 
dgings. A very pleasing effect can 
be obtained by running a continuous 
bed about 18 inches wide at each side 
of the driveway. To complete this 
effect a rock edging should bo pro- 
vided which will also servo as a guid- 
ance lino for cars. Creeping Phlox 
might be used as a continuous border 
to hang down over the rocks which 
will give an early bloom. Petunias 
and otlior showy long blooming annu- 
als make a good background. Clumps 
of Iris work in well at intervals.

Events of The 
Biennial Council 
At Tulsa 


There is an expectancy and thrill 
that no words ran describe in the 
gathering from all parts of the coun- 
try of Influential clubwomen, leaders 
of their districts, for a Council Meet- 
ing of the General Federation of Wo- 
men’s ClubH. One lias to experience 
it. Friends separated by the breudth 
of the continent meet after several 
years! Women who have been asso- 
ciated on committees in loyal co-op- 
eration for plans of progress meet 
year after year, and thrill in the meet- 
ing. New faces, enthusiastic, beautl- 
j ful. spiritual, eager, patient, cour- 
| ugeous. determined — clubwomen who 
j have been In the organization work 
for even a few years learn to read 
them all. and feel the quick response 
of sympathy and trust, or caution and 
alertness, that makes such a conven- 
tion a vitul affair! 

To the president of the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs, an or- 
ganization recognized as powerful and 
valuable in the life of the United 
States, there must have been a thrill 
and joy in having these leaders among 
women come to her home State and 
City for a meeting, during her ad- 
ministration, that one can only guess 
and respect! Roberta Campbell Law- 
son, granddaughter of an Indian 
Chief, had this wonderful experience, 
in welcoming to Tulsa, the clubwomen 
of America — and some even from 
overseas — for the Biennial Council 
Meeting, and clubwomen rejoice with 
her In this experience! 

Automobiles sped across country 
carrying groups of State clubwomen. 
Clubwomen came by train, by nir- 
plane, by ship^ across the Atlantic so 
that by Saturday. April 24th, the Ho- 
tel Mayo, official headquarters, was 
abustle with their arrival. Juniors 
made equally astir the Hotel Tulsa, 
their headquarters, with excited, 
eager, happy greetings. Lodging 
houses, other hotels; tradesmen — all 
were aware that a host of guests had 
alighted upon their city! 

Sunday. April 25th, was given over 
to attendance at the many beautiful 
churches in the city. Services, in- 
cluding special attention to the arri- 
val of these^guests in most instances, 
were held at 11 a. m. in all the 
churches. In the afternoon there was 
the special Sacred Concert, as has 
been said, at the Boston Avenue Me- 
thodist Church, after which there was 
opportunity offered for inspection of 
the beautiful edifice: and later there 
was the Tea in the Chamber of Com 
merce dining-room of the Tulsa 
Building. 

Monday morning was one of active 
preparation by the officers and Coun- 
cil, and clubwomen who were in 
charge of sessions and meetings and 
events, in final group meetings for 
arrangements. Here, too, in spite of 
the business which had to be trans- 
acted there entered in the sociability 
of arrival and greetings. 

At 8 a. m. the busy (lay began with 
a Breakfast for State Directors in 
the main private dining-room of the 
Hotel Mayo, with Mrs. F. H. Clausen, 
State director of Wisconsin, presid- 
ing. 

At 10:30 a. m. the State Presidents 
met in Room W, on the sixteenth 
floor, with Massachusetts’ own presi- 
dent. Mrs. John H. Kimball, presiding. 
At 11 a. m. Department chairmen 
met in another room of the Mayo, 
with Mrs. E. W. Shirk presiding; and 
at the same hour the Board of Trus- 
tees met f> with Mrs. Edward Dexter 
Knight presiding. 

One o’clock brought the delightful 
experience of Luncheon at the lovely 
Southern Hills Country Club, in a 
complimentary courtesy to the Board 
of Directors, and the National Presi- 
dent, tendered by Mrs. Lawson's son. 
and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Campbell Lawson. 

At 3 p. m. the Board of Directors re- 
turned to business in a session in the 
Banquet Hall on “the sixteenth floor 
of the Mayo. 

From 4:30 to 5:30, Mrs. Lawson 
tendered Open House to the Board of 
Directors and to members of the Press 
at her Indian Museum in her own 
palatial home, 1008 Sunset Drive — an 
experience so unusual in viewing 
these precious relics, personal heritage, 
many of them; and others gathered 
so painstakingly and lovingly by their 
National president: that those privi- 
leged to bo her guests will never for- 
get the intimate glimpse they had of 
her and hers. 

At 5:45 gaiety broke forth in the 
Mayo hotel in greetings and meetings, 
that had not come before, among ac- 
quaintances, when an Informal Re- 
ception was staged in the lobby of the 
hotel. Gala atmosphere prevailed 
from that moment, for at 6:30 came 
the magnificent spectacle of evening 
gowns of beautiful women at the 
Tulsa Night Dinner, held in the spark- 
ling Crystal Ballroom, on the six- 
teenth floor of the hotel, honoring 
Mrs. Lawson, the Executive Commit- 
tee, anil the Board of the Directors 
of the General Federation, the Okla- 
homa State Board, and pust presidents 
of the Oklahoma State Federation. 
Other clubwomen had the privilege 
of purchasing tickets for the banquet, 
which they did eagerly. 

At 8:16 p. m. there was the formal 
opening of the Council at the splen- 
did Akdar Theatre. 

Presiding at the Tulsa Night Din- 
ner wore Mrs. J. Warren Burgess, 
chairman of the Tulsa Council Board, 
and Judge Grace Elmore Gibson. The 
entertainment was most evidently In 
compliment of Mrs. lAWson, with In- 
dian Songs, in costume, being chief 
of the musical program which fea- 
tured It. 

The Opening of the Council at the 
Akdar Theatre, at which Mrs. Bur- 
gess and Mrs. Lawson presided, was 
(he oeeaslon of Greetings in welcome 


to Tulsa and of further festive pro- 
gram in music. Dr. T. A. Penny, 
Mayor of Tulsa: and for Oklahoma 
clubwomen, Mrs. William Merton Van- 
dlvort, president of tlie Oklahoma Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs; and Mrs. 
John B. Doolin, director for Oklahoma 
In the General Federation, gave the 
Greetings, to which Mrs. Lawson, the 
president, replied. Music began with 
"My Oklahoma”, sung by Mrs. Charles 
Bush, of Tulsa, accompanied by the 
Hyechka Civic Chorus and other City 
Choruses, including the Tulsa WPA 
Symphony Orchestra A group of 
songs was rendered by the Public 
Service Male Chorus: and Indian 
Suite for Violin and Piano, including 
such selections as "Peace Pipe”, 
“Parting”, "Warriors”. "Laughing Wa- 
ters", and “Sand Dance”, with the 
composer, Lemuel Childers, of Tulsa, 
at the piano — these being composed in 
Mrs. Lawson’s honor. 

Aside from these Greetings of the 
Council session, it is of interest to 
quote the following Greetings, appear- 
ing in the Editorial Column of a 
Tulsa newspaper on Mondav. the 
26th:

TULSA WELCOMES THE 
FEDERATION 

Tulsa is host today and all week 
to several thousand women, members 
of the Federated Clubs of America. 
And Tulsa is particularly happy and 
proud to join in welcoming them to 
the home town of their national presi- 
dent. Tulsa joins Mrs. Roberta Law- 
son in her welcome, and trusts the 
convention which brings them here 
from all corners of the country will 
prove both profitable and pleasant. 

The Federated Women’s Clubs of 
America have been a powerful force 
for good in this country. Long be- 
fore women had the ballot with which 
to make known their beliefs and con- 
victions. they were making their 
wants felt through clubs. 

The American woman is probably 
the “clubbiest" creature in the world. 
She loves to convene. But her con- 
vening takes on a very different form 
than her brother clubbers’. Women 
are serious in their convention delib- 
erations. Almost too serious. They 
are not only businesslike but they 
mean business. 

Women’s clubs provided the first 
and most of the sentiment for legis- 
lation for protection of women and 
children. They built up sentiment un- 
til men in legislatures had to listen. 
These things may have been but by- 
products of a general program of self- 
culture. But true culture flowers in 
these acts for others.

At 
7:30 o’clock, there was Breakfast for 
the Junior Clubwomen in the Art 
Modeme at the Tulsa Hotel — a pleas- 
urable get-together and acquaintance 
meeting. Mrs. Frank Little. Okla- 
homa chairman of Junior Membership, 
gave tho address of Welcome, to which 
Mrs. Elbert W. Shirk, chairman of 
Junior Membership in the General Fed- 
eration, gave Response. At 8 o’clock. 
Club Institutes were held by Mrs. 
Hampton Fleming, chairman, in the 
Junior Ballroom of the Mayo Hotel. 

At 9 o’clock the Akdar Theatre was 
thronged with clubwomen eager to 
hear of serious matters and of the 
year’s achievements. Mrs. Lawson 
opened the meeting, then was assist- 
ed in presiding by Mrs. Saidie Orr 
Dunbar and Mrs. Walter W. Seymour, 
first and second vice-presidents of the 
General Federation, in the Pledge to 
the Flag, a Tulsa Girl Scout led the 
ceremony. 

In the opening entitled "Stand Up 
nnd Sing,” led by MrH. WMlliam J. 
Pigott. chairman of the division of 
Music, a delightful tribute was the 
song in which all joined, composed in 
honor of Mrs. Lawson. "Oklahoma. A 
Toast." The words, covering so many 
pleasing mental pictures that it would 
seem impossible, almost, to express 
them in such a few words, follow:

Following the pledge to the flag, 
prayer was offered by Dr. Winnie M.

Turnpike Hazards 

(Continued from page l) 

stated that he favors the closing of 
all such intervening crossings as that 
at Woodcllff rd., and compel cross 
traffic to go to Parker st. and use 
the overpass. Ho predicted that in 
tlio future on such superhighways as 
tho turnpike, crossings will be a mile 
apart. 

Street Commissioner Mahoney sug- 
gested that large signs with tho words 
— “Street Patrolled,” be located on the 
turnpike, and those will slow down 
speeders. In reply to a contention 
that tho sodium gas electric lights 
on that section of tho pike may have 
contributed to accidents. Mr. Ma- 
honey suggested that these lights be 
extended along tho pike. Alderman 
Temperley suggested that traffic sig- 
nals ho located at Walnut st. as addi- 
tional deterrents against excessive 
speed. It was suggested that inas- 
much as the turnpike is a principal 
State highway, that State policemen 
be assigned to patrol that section of 
the pike in Newton. Alderman Mc-

accidents by refraining from having 
traffic violations fixed. Floyd said 
lie lias become tired of having peo- 
ple telephone him asking his aid in 
“fixing” cases. He said we should 
support tho police in enforcing the 
law. 

General Daniel Needham, chairman 
of the Newton Chapter of the Mass 
Safety Council states that a traffic 
survey is now being made in this city 
under the direction of Colonel Moor- 
head. supervisor of tho WPA Highway 
Safety Project, and that the Wood- 
cliff rd. problem will recoivo special 
attention.
